tralizing responsibility, which has hitherto 
been divided between the Building Depart- 
ment, the Heaith Department, the Police 
Department, and the Fire Department, 

“Tl know that this law has excited op- 
position and is exciting opposition now, and 
much of this opposition is and has been 
honest. intelligent opposition from men 
who, with every effort to be fair minded, 
nevertheless view the problem, quite nat- 
urally, from their own particular stand- 
point. 

“Tt has been the duty of the Tenement 
House Commission during the year of its 
deliberations to look on all sides of these 
multifarious questions, and to draw 
fair line between the needs of our vast tene- 
ment housd population on the one side and 
the interests of the smaller, but yet 
siderable, number of house owners 
builders*on the other. In common with all 
other members of the commission [ am 
perfectly open minded about any amend- 
ments to this law. 

**T shall welcome a conference with all 
fair-minded men who have definite and 
precise amendments to suggest and good 
reasons to give why these amendments 
should be adopted. In dealing with such 
questions, all interests should be carefully 
considered; the man who by thrift has be- 
come the owner of a small tenement, in 
which perhaps he lives himself and rents 
the other apartments. is entitled to con- 
gideration as well as his tenants,” 

“ Have you decided upon your deputies?” 

*“T have already chosen as one of the 
two Deputy Commissioners allotted to the 
department Mr. Lawrence Veiller, Secre- 
tary of the Tenement House Commission, 
and who before and aiter this service was 
Secretary of the Tenement House Commit- 
tee of the Charity Organization Society. 
He will bring to the discharge of his duties 
ell the knowledge and experience he has 
gained by years of Gevotion to qnestions of 
housing in tenements and elsewhere, and 
possesses in every way the very best qual- 
ifications for this work. I have tendered 
the other Deputv Commissionship to Mr. 
Wesley C. Bush cf Brooklyn, who was 
Superinterdent of Buildings under Mayor 
Charles A. Schieren in Brooklyn. and pre- 
vious to that served on the committee 
which framed the new building law for that 
city. He is himself an experienced builder, 
and, though I kave met him for the first 
time to-day, I have seen enough of him 
in conjunction with the recommendations 
of gentlemen whom I know, such as Alfred 
T. White. Alexander E. Orr, Charles A. 
Moora, Charles A. Schieren, Edward M. 
Grout, Henry W. Maxwell, and others, to 
make m2 earnestly hope that he will ac- 
ecpt. 

“There are few appointments ir the de- 
partment which rest in my discretion. Al- 
most all of them fall within the civil serv- 
ice rules, and are to be filled after com- 
petitive examination. 

“As to the location of offices, I think 
they should be near the Building Depart- 
ment offices, .or the convenience of build- 
ers and architects. In organizing and ad- 
ministering the department I hope to have 
the cordial co-operation and assistance of 
the architects and builders of the city, as 
well as of the leading architectural and 
building societies.”’ 


M. DE FOREST'S CAREER. 

Mr. De Forest is a lawyer. He is a 
member of the firm of De Forest Brothers. 
For a number of years he has been the 
counsel for the Central Railroad of New 
Jersey. Mr. De Forest was graduated from 


Yale College in 1870, and from the Colum- 
bia Law School in 1872. He has always 
taken an active interest in charitable work, 
and for ten years has been the President 
of the Charities Organization, of which he 
was also one of the founders. He was one 
of the organizers and the first President 
of the Provident Loan Society, a philan- 
thropic pawnbrokers’ organization, which 
Was started after the panic of 1893.

Distilleries and» Warehouse Company—the 
“whisky combine’’—and the Louisville 
Public Warehouse Company, for the ex- 
portation of 7,000 barrels of the Spring of 
1893 and Fall of 1894 whisky to the foreign 
warehouses of the Louisville company at 
Hamburg and Bremen, Germany. The ship- 
ment is made in order to avoid the pay- 
ment of taxes on these goods, which would 
soon be forced out of bond, the eight-year 
p< having nearly expired. This is the 
argest single exportation of Kentucky 
whisky ever made. It approximates 250,000 
allons, and it will take two trains to carry 
t to the seaboard.

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CROWDED GAR CHASED 
BY RUNAWAY HORSE 


Scores Imperiled and Hundreds 
Scared on Third Avenue. 


Woman Barely Saves Her Child—Two 
Men Hurt—Collision with One 
Trolley Car. 


Scores were imperiled and hundreds badly 
scared when a young horse drawing a de- 
livery wagon of a large clothing store bolt- 
ed at some sudden noise and ran down 
Third Avenue from Twenty-fifth Street 


j early last evening, the driver, George Perry, 


of 876 East One Hundred and Thirty-fifth 
Street, being tumbled into the street at the 
beginning of the excitement. 

It was a double action runaway, too, for 
after reaching Seventeenth Street the horse 
was turned completely around by a col- 
lision, and came back over precisely the 
same route, part of the way at an even 
madder pace, until stopped by Policernan 
Neville two blocks north of the starting 
point. 

There was a crowded car going south 
just before the horse on the first lap of 
the course. It seemed as if the horse 
would leap over the platform among 
the passengers, but the conductor gave 
frantic bell signals to the motorman, who 
put on the full power. The car shot ahead, 
and tor the whole distance it seemed to be 
nip and tuck whether the horse or the car 
would win. 

A crowd of fully 500 persons formed in 
the street as the race progressed and ran 
shouting after the frantic beast. The pas- 
sengers on the car cried out with terror, 
but the motorman, heeding no signals from 
the sidewalk, kept straight on, sometimes 
gaining on the horse and sometimes the 
horse gaining on the car. 

The horse seemed to be having the best 
of it at Seventeenth Street, and the pas- 
sengers were huddling together to meet 
the shock, when the wagon swerved over 
to the other track and was run down by a 
north-bound car, throwing it clear across 
the tracks against an elevated railroad 


i pillar and throwing it around so that the 


horse stood heading north. 

A wheel caught on the column and held 
for a few seconds, while the horse jumped 
up and down in haste to get freedom again. 
The wheel slipped from the iron before the 
first of the crowd reached the animal's 
head, Toward the north then went the 
horse, while the crowd now in front instead 
of following, tled in all directions to stores 
and doorways. 

A woman and a little girl were crossing 
the avenue at Twenty-first Street directly 
before the runaway. The child carried a 
toy woolly lamb and a pretty doll. and was 
apparently intent on nothing but her play- 
things. The mother heard the shouts, and 
looked first in the other direction. Then 
she turned toward the runaway, and it 
seemed to the horror-stricken crowd as 
thcugh she pulled the baby fairly from be- 
neath the horse's hoofs and reached the 
sidewalk white and trembling, standing 
still then until a erowd gathered about her, 
when she hurried away. 

At Twenty-fifth Street Gottlieb and Shael 
Cohen, young tailors of 219 Pitt Street, 
were less fortunate, for the horse struck 


them, throwing them into the street. Shael | 


was picked up from the gutter with many 
cuts and bruises, and with a possible fract- 
ure of the skull. He was taken to Roose- 
velt Hospital. His brother was able to go 


After this casualty the animal seemed 
to be exhausted, and proceeded more slow- 
the policeman ended his course. 
Neither horse nor wagon was much dam- 
aged, and in a few minutes Perry, the orig- 
iral driver, walked up, mounted his seat, 
and drove away, after giving his name to 
the police.

When he 
first landed there, thirty years ago, 
cannibal natives thought him a demi-god 
on account of his white skin, and made 
him their King. He built up a profitable 
trade to Hongkong and owned two barks 
that traded between Caroline and Chinese 
ports. 

Last June he went to Hongkong with 
copra and other native products. He sent 
from Hongkong to his wife in this city a 
check for $1,500. After leaving Hongkong 
his vessel disappeared and is supposed to 
have been lost in a storm. He was fifty- 
six years old and a native of Savannah.

CHINA’S FISCAL TROUBLES. 


Increase of the Tariff Regarded as the 
Only Solution—If Allowed the Likin 
Might Be Abolished.

LONDON, Dec. 7.—It is increasingly 
apparent, says the Shanghai correspond- 
ent of The Times, that there can be no 
immediate solution of the existing diffi- 
culties in regard to Chinese finance un- 
less’ the powers consent to a substantial 
increase of the import tariff. In return

lar to those of Article VII. of the Hong- 

kong opium convention of 1885. 


The various measures now recom- 


; mended or adopted in order to raise the 


necessary revenue in the provinces are, 
says the correspondent, generally hope- 
less makeshifts. 


The Hongkong Opium Convention of 1885 
did away with the old arrangement by 
which opium paid a customs duty of 30 
taels a chest, and, when forwarded from 
the port of entry into the interior also paid 
Likin, or transit duties, tO the local au- 
thorities, fresh duties being collected in 
each district. Only a fraction of these 
taxes reached the imperial treasury. 

The convention, which was between China 
and Great Britain, provided for the pay- 
ment to the customs officials, besides the 
old duty of 30 taels a chest, of 80 taels in 
lieu of all transit duties. By this arrange- 
ment the Chinese Government saved the 
large sums lost through the extensive sys- 
tem of smuggling through the Likin bar- 
riers and through the peculation of the 
provincial officials, as well as the cost of 
collection, 

It is now proposed that the Likin duties 
be abolished on ali articles imported from 
foreign countries. Of course if the Chinese 
Government contemplates such a step, it 
will have to deal with the most intense 
opposition on the part of the provincial 
authorities, as the percentage which they 
take from the Likin forms a large part of 
their emoluments.

Strange Climax in Brooklyn’s Anti- 
Organization Deal. 


NEW DEPUTY SHERIFF’S PERIL 


Death by Typhoid Menacing Him, 
Guden’s Ally Against Party Men 
Feared Their Vengeance When 
the Sheriff-Elect Yielded. 


Brooklyn politicians last night were dis- 
cussing an interesting story involving the 
appointment of ex-Assemblyman William 
L. Sandford as Under Sheriff, which was an- 
nounced yesterday by Sheriff-elect Guden. 
Mr. Sandford is dangerously ill with typhoid 
fever at his home, 332 Dean Street, and his 
appointment was made because it was be- 
lieved that such action was necessary to 
save his life or prevent him from going in- 
sane, 

Sandford, it is asserted, 
original deal with Guden and others to 
turn over the patronage of the Sheriff's 
office to the opponents of the organization. 
Sandford was to be made Under Sheriff. 
Before the plan could be carried out, how- 
ever, Sandford fell ill. 

The organization leaders learned of the 
deal, and strenuous efforts were made by 
them to block it. Great pressure was 
brought to bear upon Guden, and Col. 
Michael J. Dady was hastily summoned 
from Havana to aid in bringing the Sheriff- 
elect back into the organization fold. 

Guden yielded a little to the arguments 

of Lieut. Gov. Woodruff, Naval Officer 
Sharkey, and other organization leaders, 
but it was not until Col. Dady returned 
and a long conference was held that the 
Sheriff-elect was won over. 
_ Mr. Guden then announced that in mak- 
ing appointments in his office he would 
consult the wishes of the organization. 
This was taken as meaning trouble for 
those who had been concerned in the deal 
to turn, the Sehriff’s patronage over to 
anti-organization men. Strong efforts 
were made to prevent the appointment of 
Sandford as Under Sheriff. News of this 
reached Sandford, lying half delirious with 
fever at his home, and the anxiety and 
werry which it caused him is said to have 
made his condition worse. 

Friends of Sandford, fearful of the effect 
upon him should some other man be named 
in his stead, saw Guden and the organiza- 
tion leaders in his behalf. 

A day or two ago the Sehriff-elect and 
several of the leaders had a talk with 
Sandford’s physician, Dr. J. W. Van Deu- 
sen of 982 Bedford Avenue, and questioned 
him with regard to the condition of his pa- 
tient. Dr. Van Deusen told them plainly 
that he believed that the worry which Mr. 
Sandford was experiencing was greatly 
lessening his chances of recovery. The 
doctor also said he believed that if the 
ay pointment of Mr. Sandford was not made 
within two weeks the ex-Assemblyman 
weuld either be dead or insane. 

Mr. Guden and the organization leaders 
then talked the matter over among them- 
selves and decided that the appointment 
of Mr. Sandford as Under Sheriff should be 
made without delay. 

It is said that when Mr. Sandford was 
informed yesterday of the announcement 
of his appointment he seemed to be greatly 
cheered by the news. 

Dr. Van Deusen, when seen last night 
at the Aurora Grata Club by a NEw Yor«K 
TIMES reporter, said that he now had hopes 
of pulling his patient through. The doctor 
admitted that he had been questioned by 
Mr. Guden and others with regard to Mr. 
Sandford’s condition and that he had told 
them he feared the effect of a serious dis- 
appointment upon his patient. 

Dr. Van Deusen said that there was ab- 
solutely no politics in the matter so far as 
he was concerned. He had speken merely 
as a physician, in the hope that something 
might be done which would improve his 
patient's chances of recovery. 

It was remarked in political circles last 
night that this was perhaps the first time 
in local history that a political appointment 
had been made with a view to saving a 
man’s life. 

Mr. Guden has also announced the ap- 
pointment by him of Levi W. Naylor as 
counsel to the Sheriff, at a salary of $5,000 
a year. Mr. Naylor is an organization man. 
Bert Reiss, one of the anti-organization 
leaders, was originally slated for this posi- 
tion.

Van Tets died on ‘Thursday evening. 

On the other hend a dispatch to yester- 
day’s Evening News from The Hague sald: 

“Peace reigns again at the palace, and 
the happiest man in Holland is Major Van 
Tets, who was wounded in defense of 
Queen Wilhelmina by Prince Henry, or, 
as all Dutchmen now contemptuously call 
him, ‘ the German.’ 

‘‘Van Tets is one of the ten noble youths 
who formed the bodyguard of the smiling 
young Queen when she was married in 
February, and who have since been at their 
royal mistress’s beck and call on every 
occasicn. They pride themselves on their 
servitude, and in this matter-of-fact twen- 
tieth century their chivalrous devotion to 
Queen Wilhelmina is a pretty thing to see. 
lt is whispered that every one of these ten 
handsome youths, who surround hé@r Majes- 
ty’s carriage when she drives abroad, skate 
with her when she skates, ride with her 
when she rides, and dance attendance on 
her gererally, has been at one time or an- 
other over head and ears in love with the 
dainty little lady in whom Holland's hopes 
are cenired. 

‘Official contradictions notwithstanding, 
nobody at The Hague doubts for a moment 
that the Queen and her consort have been 
at loggerheads practically since the wed- 
ding. Prince Henry is an unpleasant per- 
son. He eats too much, drinks too freely, 
and hunting occupies him far more than 
his wife. Wilhelmina, on her side, is not a 
woman to allow herself to be neglected 
witb impunity. 

“Tt is said that she (the Queen) stanched 
Van Tets’s wounds with her own hands and 
insisted on her hustand begging pardon 
of the Jonkherr as well as of herself be- 
fore she would forgive him.

Conspiracy Alleged to Defeat Election 
Results — District Attorney Says 


Mager, Not Rouff, Was Elected. 

District Attorney John B. Merrill of 
Queens County has served notice upon 
Coroners Samuel 8S. Guy, Jr., Philip T. 
Cronin, and Leonard Rouff, Jr., that an 
investigation has disclosed the fact that 
Martin Mager, Jr., received more votes 
for Coroner at the last month’s election 
than Rouff, who received the certificate 
of election from the County Board of Can- 
vassers, and that they must be careful in 
the matter of appointments. It is claimed 
that a conspiracy was entered into to 
defeat the result at the polls. 

District Attorney Merrill had the election 
Inspectors of ten districts in his office, and 
they made statements as to the way in 
which they counted the ballots, which are, 
it is said, the basis of the allegations made 
by the prosecuting officer of the county. 

The formal notice reads in part: 

“Gentlemen: You and each of you are 
hereby notified that an investigation, pend- 
ing in this office, has disclosed the fact 
that at the general election held in the 
Borough of Queens for the office of Cor- 
oner, Nov. 5 1901, Martin Mager, Jr., re- 
ceived more votes than were received by 
Leonard Rouff, Jr., for the office of Cor- 
oner, and that the said Martin Mager, Jr., 
defeated the said Leonard Ruoff, Jr., in 
said general election, as a candidate for 
such office. 

‘‘And hereof please take notice and gov- 
ern you action, especially with reference to 
any appointments in your office, accord- 
ingly.”’ : 

Mr. Merrill said yesterday that the in- 
vestigation of the Republican borough con- 
vention which was to be made on Wednes- 
day next would probably be laid over to 
give the Grand Jury a chance to investi- 
gate the Coroner’s case. Mr. Merrill, in 
outlining the case he will present to the 
jury, said: 

“We will prove that Martin Mager, Jr., 
has known for two weeks that, as a mat- 
ter of fact, he was elected Coroner; that 
he has effidavits in his possession proving 
it, and that at the same time when Coroner 
Ruoff was telling around Ozone Park that 
he and Mager had come to an understand- 
ing and that Mager would be appointed 
Chief Clerk in the Coroner’s office at dou- 
ble the salary of the present Chief Clerk, 
Charles J. Schueller, who receives $1,500 a 
year. Mager admitted that at this very 
time he destroyed the affidavits that had 
been given by Inspectors of several elec- 
tion districts, and I know who they are. 

“Last week a meeting Was called by the 
Board of Coreners at Jamaica for the pur- 
pose of removing Mr. Schueller forthwith. 
Coroner Guy has said repeatedly that the 
intention of this meeting was _to appoint 
himself in place of Schueller. The scheme 
was that Guy was to resign as Coroner. 

“From another source it is stated that 
a promise of the appointment was made 
to Guy as a ruse to secure his presence, 
but that the intention was on secret ballot 
to cast a majority of the votes for Mager 
for the position of Chief Clerk. The pur- 
pose of the meeting fell through, owing to

Mr. Merrill said that such a conspiracy 
was punishable by fine and imprisonment 
and that all who had a hand in it could 
be reached with ease. 





About a Hundred Persons Roused by 
Early Morning Blaze in a West Side 
Tenement—Cab Stolen. 

John Donrelly of the West 
Thirtieth Street Station sent in an alarm 
of fire at 1:15 o'clock this morning and 
then rushed into the tenement at 161 West 
Twenty-seventh Street, where the fire was 
and alarmed the ninety or one hundred 
men, women, and children who lived on the 

five floors. 

The smoke was dense, the fire being in 
a chimney, and the excitement among the 
inmates was very great. Donnelly found 
Mrs. Jane Malloy in her apartments on the 
third floor unconscious from smoke, and he 
carried her to the street, where she was re.

ROLAND B. MOLINEUX 
MUST BE TRIED AGAIN 


Judge Newburger Denies the Mo- 
tions to Dismiss the Indictment. 


When a New Trial Is Ordered It Pro 
ceeds, He Holds, as If No Trial 
Had Been Had. 


Judge Newburger rendered a decision yes« 
terday afternoon adverse to the interests 
of Roland B. Molineux. The attorneys for 
Molineux filed a motion for the inspection 
of the minutes of the Grand Jury which re- 
turned the indictment and to quash the 
indictment for murder. The arguments on 


: the motion were made before Judge New- 


burger, ex-Senator David B. Hill appearing 
for the District Attorney’s office and ex- 
Gov. Frank P. Black for the accused man. 
The briefs were handed in on Nov. 26, and 
the decision was rendered yesterday, both 
motions being denied. 

On March 2, 1899, an indictment charging 
Molineux with the murder of Katharifle J. 
Adams was found by the Grand Jury, and 
in July, 1899, a motion was made by the 
defense, before Justice Blanchard, to be al- 
lowed to inspect the minutes of the Grand 
Jury, which was denied. In November, 
1899, he was placed on trial, and on Feb. 
14, 1900, after one of the longest and most 
expensive trials ever held in this State, 
he was convicted and sentenced to death. 
An appeal, taken to the Court of Appeals, 
resulted in the reversion of the judgment, 
and a new trial was ordered. In the de- 
cision rendered yesterday Judge Newburger 
said: 

“The Court of Appeals having the power 
under this section to direct a final Judgment 
and order the ge of the defendant or 
grant a new trial, did, by its order of re- 
versal, direct that a new trial should take 
place. 

“ A new trial is a re-examination of the 
issue in the same court before another 
Judge. When a new trial is ordered, it shall 
proceed in all respects as if no trial had 
been had. 

‘“‘As was said by Judge Gray, in the case 
of the People vs. Palmer, 109 N. Y., 419: 
‘It would be a grievous miscarriag of 
justice, and the intent of the law would 
be thwarted, if it should be held that a re- 
versal upon a prisoner’s appeal for eér- 
rors of law upon his trial had the effect 
of putting it out of the power of the people 
to further try him under the indictment 
when his guilt might be competently estab- 
lished. The effect of the defendant's appeal 
is merely to continue the trial under the 
indictment in the Appellate Court, and, if 
reversal of the judgment of conviction fol- 
lows, that judgment, as well as the record 
of the former trial, have been annulled and 
expunged by the judgment of the Appellate 
Court, and they are, as though they never 
had been; while the indictment is left to 
Stand as to the crime, with which the pris- 
oner had been charged and convicted, 
though there had been no trial.’ 

“Tt is claimed, however, on the part of 
the defendant, that the opinions of the sev- 
eral Judges of the Court of Appeals upon 
the question of the admission of certain 
testimony on the trial prevents the pros- 
ecution from proceeding. If that was the 
intention of the court under the power it 
possessed, it would have so declared and di- 
rected judgment for the defendant and for 
his discharge. The opinions of the several 
Judges were undoubtedly intended as a 
guide for the trial Judge upon the second 
trial and to prevent the admission of irrele- 
vant or improper testimony upon such trial. 

“The affidavits of Messrs. Weeks and 

Carvalhe, upon which the motion is based, 
are a mere recital of the proceedings had 
herein, and an attempt is also made by 
such affidavits to recite the proceedings 
had before the Grand Jury. I know of no 
practice that permits a motion to be made 
fer a dismissal of an indictment upon af- 
fidavits alleging what did occur or what 
might have occurred in the Grand Jury 
room. 
“The belief of a defendant based upon 
alleged information can never be sufficient 
to warrant a finding that there were im- 
proprieties or irregularities before the 
Grand Jury, or a iack of evidence to sup- 
port their finding. ; 

‘As to the application for an inspection 
of the minutes, that branch of the motion 
has been disposed of adversely by Justice 
Blanchard on the application made before 
him by the defendant. No leave having 
been obtained to renew the motion, and no 
new facts having been stated, it cannot be 
entertained at this time. 

“Tt therefore follows that the motion 
herein must be denied.”’ 

Mr. Philbin was very much-elated over 
the decision, saying that he thought it able 
and correct. He said also that Molineux 
would again be placed on trial, but not be- 
fore the expiration of his term of office as 
District Attorney. 


CORNELL STUDENTS TO 
BREAK UP “ CRIBBING.” 


Announce Their Determination to Re 
establish the Honor System ona 
Firm Basis.

ITHACA, N. Y., Dec. 6.—Cornell stu- 
dents themselves now seem to be deter- 
mined to root out the evil of “ cribbing,” 
which has grown up at Cornell University. 
Three weeks ago President Schurman in 
his annual report called attention to this 
evil, and much discussion has followed. 
As a result of this the students met to the 
number of 1,500 to-day and formally an- 
nounced their determination to re-estab- 
lish on a firm base the honor system, to 
establish a student court which would deal 
with all students suspected of fraud on ex- 
amination, and recommend the form of 
punishment to the Faculty, expulsion to 
be the maximum. 

It has been claimed by the students that 
Cornell did not have the honor system, in- 
asmuch as many times the instructors and 
professors remained in the room while the 
examination was being held. Accordingly 
the students resolved in meeting to ask the 
Faculty to allow the students to be en- 
tirely alone during all examinations, while 
the students proclaimed that they would 
detect and punish all offenders. These 
pledges were embodied in the form of a 
resolution and were adopted by an over- 
whelming majority. 

The vital importance of the subject was 
made manifest by the fact that only to-day 
Prof. Crane, the newly elected Dean of the 
Faculty, and Chairman of the Committee 
on Student Conduct, formally announced 
that a junior in the arts department had 
been summarily dropped from the univer- 
sity because he had been found guilty of 
plagiarism, having copied verbatim a speech 
from a collection of orations and submitted 
and delivered it as an original production, 
This student would not be allowed to re- 
turn for a year. Another freshman in the 
department of mathematics was caught 
cribbing, and was dismissed from the 
course.

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MARX’S WHEREABOUTS 
IS KEPT A SECRET 


He Is Somewhere Near Here and 
Has Nervous Prostration. 








‘The Young Virginia Woman Says He 
Did Not Insult Her—Father of One 
of His Victims Says He Is 
Blameless.

RICHMOND, Va., Dec. 6.—Divergent 
stories come from Westmoreland County in 
connection with the tragedy in which Her 
bert Marx of New York played such a 
conspicuous part. The latest dispatch from 
Warsaw says that Marx admitted at the 
Coroner’s inquest that he had kissed Miss 
Rosa Taylor, but had said nothing wrong. 
This statement conflicts with the dispatches 
of last night touching Marx's testimony on 
this point. 

Sheriff Heflin, whose son, mortally 
wounded by Marx, died last night in Wash- 
ington, returned home with the body of the 
young man. In a talk with a detective the 
Sheriff said that he did not blame Marx, 
even though his own son was dead. The 
Sheriff added that Taylor, who was a third 
cousin of Miss Rose Taylor, caused the 
tragedy on account of his own jealousy and 
desire to prevent Marx from calling on the 
girl. Marx had not been in the habit of 
saying aught against any one, Mr. Heflin 
said, and was regarded as a young man of 
unblemished character. 

He declared that the young man did not 
insult Miss Taylor, and that she was much 
surprised and grieved over the unfortunate 
affair, and declared that she was not insult- 
ed by Marx, but always observed that he 
ucted properly. 


The family of young Marx in this city 1s 
making a great deal of mystery as to his 
present whereabouts, refusing yesterday to 
be more explicit than to say he was not in 
New York and would not be here for sev- 
eral days. This much was said after the 
Marx home at 139 Sixth Avenue, Brooklyn, 
had been closely besieged by reporters all 
duy.

He was induced to add, however, 
that this information had come to the fam- 
ily yesterday morning and that neither his 
mother or his sisters were going to his 
brother at present.

E. Blackmar, the brother-in-law of Her- 
bert Marx, who went South on Wednesday 
night to assist the young man in his 
trousle, were still in Virginia. It was stated 
positively by members of the family in 
Brooklyn that no information had been re- 


ceived from either of these two relatives 
since early Thursday morning, when Mr 
Blackmar telegraphed that they were to 


meet Herbert in Fredericksburg, Va. 


MOTHER AND CHILD DEAD 
IN A PITTSBURG FIRE. 


Mrs. Klee Sacrificed Her Life Trying to 
Save Her Daughter—Mr. Kiee 
Saved Six Children. 
PITTSBURG, Penn., Dec. 6.—Mrs. Sarah 


Klee and her little daughter were burned 
to death and seven other members of the 
same family were injured in a fire at Car- 
negie, Penn., this morning. 

The Klee residence is a two-story frame 
house on Broadway, the ground floor be- 





ing devoted to a grocery store kept by 
Klee and the rest of the house occupied 
by the family. 

The fire was discovered about 4:40 
o'clock, and spread so rapidly that the oc- 


cupants of the upper story were shut off 
from the stairway, and Klee and his wife 
realized that there was but one way to 
save the children, and that was to throw 
them from the window to the ground, a 
distance of twenty fect. 

One by one the children were dropped to 
the ground by the father. By the time the 
baby’s turn came not only was the father 
exhausted by his exertions, but the flames 


were fast making his efforts impossible. 
it was found that the fire had already 
reached the youngest child, whose face, 


feet, and hands were blistered and burned. 


He was snatched from the flames just in 
time, and it is thought that he will sur- 
vive 

After rescuing the baby, Klee looked 
round for his wife, whom he had missed 
from his side for some time. Unable to 
locate her, he called to those whom he 
had saved to ascertain if she had joined 
them. She had not, and the husband be- 


came almost distracted with fear and panic. 
It seems that while the father was rescuing 
the youngest and most helpless child the 
mother “was making an attempt to save 
the life of her daughter Mary, and in doing 
so sacrificed herself. 

The house was entirely destroyed. The 
charred remains of the mother and daugh- 
ter were found in the ruins side by side. 
Both had been overcome by the smoke be- 
fore they could escape from the room. 
The father refused to leave the building 
without his wife and child, and the firemen 
were compelled to carry him out forcibly. 


NAME OF CZOLGOSZ CHEERED. 


Scene of Excitement at the Debate on 
Socialism vs. Anarchy in Chicago. 


CHICAGO, Dec. 6.—President McKinley's 
assassin was cheered publicly in Chicago 
last night. A challenge from the platform 
that Anarchists dared not condone the 
crime at Buffalo was met with a vigorous 
“You're a liar!’’ Abraham Isaak, the 
leader of the “ Reds" in this city, and 
editor of Free Society, declared openly he 
would not condemn the assassin’s act. He 
said that as to personal merit he took a 
second place to Czolgosz. 

The confession of Isaak was accompanied 
by a scene of intense excitement. It was 
the climax of the debate on “ Socialism vs. 
Anarchy,” and came when the audience of 
over 1,000 had been aroused thoroughly by 
wild oratorical denunciations. 

*‘ Hurrah for Czoigcsz!"’ shouted a man in 
the gallery, swinging his hat above his 
head. Hisses, jeers, yells of applause, and 
catcalls came from ail parts of the house. 
The erowd rose to its feet and a riot was 
averted only by the prompt action of the 
Chairman.

GILSEY HOUSE GUEST, 
A WOMAN, ACCUSE 


Arrested Charged with Stealing 
$1,500 in Brookline, Mass. 








Said to Have Confessed to Operating an 
Ingenious Method of Disposing 
of Stolen Treasures. 





Well dressed and wearing much jewelry, 
a handsome nineteen-year-old girl was 
locked up in the Mercer Street Station last 
night charged with stealing $1,500 worth of 
silverware and jewelry in Brookline, Mass. 
She was arrested in the Gilsey House, 
Twenty-ninth Street and Broadway, where 
she had been stopping, by Central Office 
Detectives Becker and Barnett of Capt. 
Titus’s staff. She was taken to Police 
Headquarters, where the detectives say she 
confessed. 

At the Detective Bureau she is entered 
on the records as Mary Driscoll, alias Ma- 
rion King, alias Mary Walker, alias Daisy 
Merritt, allas May Huntington, alias Edith 
L. Chase, and alias Marion Wanamaker. 

Up to Nov. 7 last she had been employed 
as a domestic in the family of Albert D. 
Merrill at Rawson Roard, Brookline, Mass. 
On that day she left the house, where she 
had been employed only a month, taking 
with her a dress suit case, in which she 
had stored silverware and jewelry aggre- 
gating $1,500 in value. The plunder in- 
cluded several watches, diamond rings, and 
a diamond cross valued at $350. 

It was suspected that the girl would go to 
Providence, R. I., and Capt. Parker of the 
Detective Bureau there was notified by 
Inspector Paige of the Brookline police to 
be on the lookout for her. She arrived in 
Providence the day following her disap- 
pearance from Brookline, where’ she 


pawned the diamond cross for $38. To this 
is attributed her apprehension. 

A few days later she arrived in this city 
and went to the Gilsey House. There she 
told the clerk that she had come from 
San Francisco, Immediately she com- 
menced to dispose of her plunder in pawn- 
shops. She went to a pawnshop in Sixth 
Avenue, where she pawned one of the 
diamond rings for $135, and a quantity of 
silverware. She pledged the plunder under 
different names, often sending messenger 
boys with the stolen jewelry. 

A few weeks ago she went to the Sixth 
Avenue pawnshop and told the proprietor 
that she had pawned a diamond cross for 
$38, adding that she thought she got too 
little for it. She asked him to write to 
the Providence pawnshop and redeem the 
cross, telling him she would pledge it with 


him. The pawnshop keeper wrote to 
Providence, and received a reply that it 
would cost $41 to redeem the cross. 


Meantime Capt. Titus had been communi- 
cated with, and he put Detectives Becker 
and Barnett on the case. They had a 
*fake’’ parcel sent on from Providence to 
the Sixth Avenue pawnshop addressed to 
Mary Driscoll. Last evening she went to 
the pawnshop on Sixth Avenue, where she 
was placed under arrest by the detectives.

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STRIKE ON TUNNEL WORK. 


Several Hundred Italian Laborers Quit 
Work but Soon Return. 


A short-lived strike which was very lively 
while it lasted took place on the rapid 
transit tunnel work yesterday morning. 
The number who quit work was variously 
estimated from 400 to 2,000, all ‘“‘ unorgan- 
ized’ Italian laborers. hey made noise 
enough for 5,000 and kept the police re- 
serves on the alert for about an hour. 

The strike took place in Section No. 6 of 
the tunnel, which runs from Eighty-sixth 
Street to One Hundred and Sixth Street. 
The strike started after the Italians, who 
went to work at 6 o’clock, had been working 
less than two hours. When the first batch 
of strikers quit work they marched along 
the sides of the tunnel shouting to their 
companions to strike. A dense crowd gath- 
ered all along the line. 

A hurry call to the West One Hundredth 
Street Police Station brought forty re- 
serves to the scene. They found strikers 
throwing missiles at the workers in the 
tunnel at Eighty-seventh Street. The re- 
serves charged on the mob with clubs. 
The strikers scattered in all directions. The 
police and the contractor and his employes 
then went along the line and convinced the 
men that there was no cause for striking. 
In a hour from the time the strike started 
nearly all were at work again. Contractor 
Bradley said after the strike was over: 

“Two Italian laborers were discharged 
last night. They went among the men this 
morning and told such a story of hard luck 
that they found sympathizers, who went 
along the line with them and started the 
strike. Nearly all the men are at work 
again. Not more than 400 went on strike.”’ 


RICHARD CROKER’S DEPARTURE 


To Go to West Baden, Ind., Where Tam- 
many Men May Consider the Or- 
ganization’s Management. 


Richard Croker, accompanied by 
Gideon, the horse owner, will leave on 
Wednesday for West Baden, Ind. The Tam- 
many leader is going there, it is said, in 
search of rest and recreation.

Gaeton Dantz, his assailant, and two others 
are under arrest.

him, using a shotgun. The charge went 


over the Italian’s head, missing him. Some 
of the shot struck Dantz’'s wife. 

Before the police of this city and North 
Plainfield could quell the row, Valoral had 
been frightfully cut in several places, and 
his brother wounded in two or three places, 
though not seriously. Pistols, guns, knives, 
and stones were used with telling effect. 

The fight took place within a few rods 
of the Y. M. C. A. Building, and was wit- 
nessed by a large number of people. The 
Dantzes had a grudge against Valoral be- 
cause he appeared to be more prosperous 
than some of his fellow-countrymen. 


CONFESSED TO FIVE MURDERS, 


Statement by a Negro Just Before He 
Was Executed in Florida. 


LAKE CITY, Fla., Dec. 6—Thomas J. 
Hampton, a negro, who committed a double 
murder at Fort White, in this county, nine 
years ago, was hanged here to-day for the 
crime. The doomed man showed the most 
remarkable fortitude and smoked a cigar 
to the very moment when the black cap 
was adjusted. 

In his statement, just before the execu- 


tion, Hampton confessed to five murders— 
one that of a conductor on a train in Lex- 
ington County, 8. C., in 1887, a homicide 
that has for the last fourteen years been 
a mystery. Other murders were commit- 
ted in Georgia. _Hampton was working in 
a turpentine camp when the Fort White 
crime was committed. He escaped and was 
only recently captured. 








$135,000 Fire in Wilkesbarre, Penn. 

WILKESBARRE, Penn., Dec. 6.—Fire 
broke out in the large dry goods store of 
Langfeld Brothers this morning, and the 
flames spread so rapidly that the building 
and large stock were entirely destroyed. 
The clothing stores of Simon Long’s Sons 
and Weitzenkorn Brothers, adjoining, 
were also badly damaged. The total loss 
will be about $135,000. A spark from a 
broken electric light wire in one of the 
shoe windows of the dry goods store is 
said to have started the flames. 


New Nerth German Lloyd Liner Here.

A Committee of Twenty-five Will 
Raise a Fund. 








Conference at Which John D. Crimmins 
Presides—W. Bourke Cockran Of- 
fers a Subscription of $1,000— 

Dr. Parkhurst’s Speech. 





In response to a call that was sent out 
Nov. 27 by a number of prominent Irish- 
men and sympathizers with Ireland, a con- 
ference was held last night at Sherry’s, 
Forty-fourth Street and Fifth Avenue, at 
which decisive action was taken. It was 
decided to appoint a committee which will 
proceed actively about the work of raising 
funds to aid the Irish Parliamentary Party, 
of which John E. Redmond its the leader. 

Among those present were W. Bourke 
Cockran, Mr. Redmond, Dr. Charles H. 


Parkhurst, John D. Crimmins, Robert E. 
Roosevelt, John FE. Milholland, William 
McAdoo, Edward Lauterbach, Joseph I. 


C. Clarke, Recorder Goff, Lewis Stuyvesant 
Chanler, Judge Martin J, Keogh, William 
Temple Emmett, Judge James A. O’Gor- 
man, R. J. Kennedy, H. G. Bannon, Gen. 
James R. O’Beirne, Dr. Constantine J. Mac- 
guire, Montagu White, and John P. Hayes. 

Mr. Crimmins presided, and after reading 
letters from several who were unable to 
attend he introduced the Rev. Dr. Park- 
hurst, who dwelt at some length on the 
fact that the population of Ireland has 
steadily decreased, although that of Eng- 
land and of Scotland has greatly increased. 
Addressing Mr. Redmond he asked that the 
latter give some light on the result of Eng- 
land’s policy on the social, religious, and 
political conditions of Ireland. Dr. Park- 
hurst said he was in sympathy with peo- 
ples the world over who were striving for 
freedom. 

Mr. Redmond responded in a speech that 
lasted an hour, in which he briefly touched 
upon all phases of the Irish question. Ir. 
Parkhurst said he was very well pleased 
with Mr. Redmond’s presentation of the 
subject. Mr. Roosevelt also commended 
Mr. Redmond’s exposition of the question. 

Mr. Cockran was the next speaker. After 
a review of the question, he proposed a 
resolution that a permament committee be 
at once formed for the purpose of aiding 
the Nationalist Party. 

Mr. McAdoo seconded the resolution, and 
it was adopted. After some discussion it 
was decided to make the-committee one of 
twenty-five, with Mr. Crimmins as Treas- 
urer and Chairman and T. St. John Gaff- 
ney as permanent Secretary. Mr. Crim- 
mins will appoint the committee, which will 
have power to add to its numbers. 

Mr. Lauterbach, who arrived at the meet- 
ing late, also spoke, and said he heartily 
indorsed all that had been said, although 
he hed not heard it, and that he espoused 
the cause of liberty everywhere, whether 
for ‘‘ Gentile or Jew,’ for Ireland or for the 
30ers. 

Mr. Cockran, at the close of his speech, 
said that what was wanted was the 
‘sirews of war,’ and that he wes willing 
to sid the cause with a subscription of 
$1,000. 

Mr. Mulholland said that he had already 
stated that he was willing to be one of 100 
men to subscribe $1,000 in order that a 
fund of $100,000 might be raised, and that 
the offer still held good. 

After the committee of twenty-five has 
been appointed circulars of appeal will be 
sent to prominent men and women. 

Mr, Redmond and his colleagues, Patrick 
A. McHugh and Patrick O'Donnell, will ad- 
dress a mass meeting in Providence, R. I., 
to-morrow evening, and probably one at 
New Haven Monday night. A farewell re- 
ception will be given to the party at the 
Hoffman House on Tuesday night.

INTERCOLLEGIATE FENCING. 


Many Dual Contests Being Arranged— 
Columbia to Meet Yale, Cornell, 
and Pennsylvania. 

A greater interest in intercollegiate fenc- 
ing has been apparent recently among 
those universities which are usually repre- 
sented in the annual competition for the 
intercollegiate championship. This growth 
of interest has been shown in the plans 
that are now being made to hold dual meets 
between the various colleges, a larger num- 
ber being promulgated than has been the 
case in past years. Columbia and Yale 
were to have had a meet last month, but 
the New Haven fencers asked for more 
time, as their fencing team has just begun 
practice, and the date, therefore, has been 
postponed to January. C. G. Gunther is 
manager of the Columbla team, and he 
has succeeded in arranging a meet with 
Cornell, which has been fixed for Feb. 18, 
and one with the University of Pennsyl- 
vania, which will probably be held in 
March. Cornell and Pennsylvania have 
agreed to a aual meet, and the Ithaca lads 
have also requested the University of Mich- 
igan to meet them in foil bouts. 

This demand for dual meets between the 
leading colleges has led those most deeply 
interested in intercollegiate fencing to ad- 
vance the proposition of forming an inter- 
collegiate fencing association, The member- 
ship at the start would be composed of 
Columbia, Yale, Harvard, Cornell, Penn- 
sylvania, and the Annapolis Naval Acad- 
emy. The plan has met with favor from 
most of the fencers in the different col- 
leges, and an effort will probably be made 
to effect an organization by the first of the 
coming year, if possible. The intercolle- 
giate championships in the past have been 
held in this city, being invitation events 
either through the courtesies of the Fenc- 
ers’ Club or the New York Athletic Club. 
With a definite organization the collegians 
believe that fencing would acquire a great- 
er intercollegiate popularity, and that the 
officers would be able to manage some 9 
the details of the annual competitions more 
satisfactorily. 

The effort made by Yale last year was 
practically the first time the New Haven 
students attempted to place fencing on 2 
dignified basis with other sports. Greater 
suecess than was expected attended thei, 
efforts, and the same _ fencing master, 
Gouspy, who was selected last year to give 
instruction in swordsmanship, has been re- 
tained this season. He began giving les- 
sons to the Yale Fencing Club last month. 

The University of Pennsylvania Fencing 
Club has been reorganized and the dues 
for the year reduced. A number of new 
members have been secured, and a teacher 
has been employed, who began getting the 
men in form last month. There are now 
about a dozen men who are showing up 
well, most of them having had from two 
to three years’ practice. At Cornell the 
outlook is very bright. The Athletic Coun- 
cil has granted to the Fencers’ Club the 
use of the baseball cage in the gymnasium 
annex, and the same coach, Brigandi, who 
taught the students last year, has been re- 
engaged for this season. Lessons are given 
four days a week to the different classes. 
About twenty-five men are members 0: 
the club this year. W. E. Blount and A. F. 
Siebold are among the most promising at 
present. Cornell lost some of its best men 
who took part in the intercollegiate meet 
last year, among them being J. E. Gignoux 
Cc. W. Davis, and J. H. Russell. W. O 
Beyer is President of the Cornell Fencers 
Club, and B. O. Frick is manager of th. 
team. The dual meet with the University 
of Michigan will be held at Ann Arbor. 





Newark Lawyer Reinstated. 
TRENTON, N. J., Dec. 6.—The Supreme 
Court this afternoon reinstated Frank Mc- 
Dermit, the Newark lawyer who was dis- 


barred about a year ago. McDermit’s of- 


fense was charging a client $900 for serv- 
ices.

Bigamist Posed as Salvation Soldier. 
TRENTON, N. J., Dec. 6—Two members 


of the Salvation Army at present in this 


city, but recently stationed in New York, 


to-day informed the police that Franklin 
Wilhams, the bigamist and alleged mur- 
derer of John Kraus of this city, had fre- 


quently taken part in the meetings of 
the Salvyationists at the Fourteenth Street 
Barracks, and that he had on many occa- 


sions posed as a member of the army. The

Mr. Monrge Says Deputy Police Commis- 
sionership Has Not Been Of- 
fered to Him.

Prisoner at His Own Request Sentenced 
to Sing Sing. 

Thomas McCormack, twenty-two years 
old, who with two companions was con- 
victed of robbery in the first degree for 
stealing 75 cents from a drunken man, was 
arraigned for sentence before Recorder 


Goff yesterday, but when the Recorder in- 
timated that he was going to send him to 
Elmira the boy protested most vehement- 
ly, saving: 

““I don’t want to go there. I would rather 
take twenty years in Sing Sing than one 
year in Elmira.” 

The boy said he had a brother who was 
sent to Elmira, where he remained for 
two years, and died a few weeks after 
his release as a result of the ill-treatment 
he had received at that institution, and, as 
he himself had testified at the Brockway 
investigation, he was afraid that it would 
be remembered and his fate would be even 
worse than his brother's.

WEALTHY ITALIAN’S WIVES. 


He Sought to Keep Them at Home in 
Peace, but Failed.

TRENTON, N. J., Dec. 6.—Frank Maffino, 
a wealthy Italian, finding himself with two 
wives on his hands, endeavored to solve the 
problem by having both reside with him 
under the same roof, but he was arrested 
by the police on the charge of bigamy. 

Three months ago Maffino married a 
handsome young Italian woman named 
Martinelli, who was regarded as the belle 
of the Italian colony. He furnished a large 


house and entertained the better element 
of the foreign colony. 

Yesterday a wife and two children, whom 
he left in Italy, came here and presented 
themselves at the new home.

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THE PANAMA ROUTE 
STILL HAS FRIENDS 


Its Support in Senate at Least 
Will Be Powerful. 


Members from Atlantic Coast Statee 


Said to Favor It—Mr. Morgan’s 
“Nicaraguan Bill Not Reported 
from Committee. 


Special to The New York Times. 


* WASHINGTON, Dec. 6.—Now that the 
ratification of the Hay-Pauncefote treaty 
is practically accomplished, speculation has 
drifted to the question of routes. There 
seems to be no doubt that a large majority 
in each House of Congress favors the build- 
ing of a canal and prompt legislative action 
to start the construction. 

On the question of location, however, 
there are two opinions, one favoring the 
Nicaragua project and the other the Pan- 
ama route. How much force there is in the 
Panama party it is hard to estimate, Those 
“who accept the recommendations of the 
Canal Commission and give their adherence 
to the Nicaragua route, say the opposition 
is weak. On the other hand, statements 
are made which indicate that in the Sen- 
ate at least the. Panama route has the 
support of a strong and powerful coterie. 

The prediction was made to-day by one of 
those who favor this route that in the end 
it would be adopted by Congress. Report 
has it that a good many of the Senators 
from Atlantic Coast States are ‘“‘ Panama 
men” and that they base their attitudes 
partly on the belief that the Panama route 
would be better for the shipping interests 
of the section they represent. 

Several of the most influential members 
of the Senkte were mentioned to-day as 
belonging to the Panama contingent, but 
permission to make public their names was 


refused. In their own time, it was sald, 
they would announce their positions. 

. Morgan is for ‘the Nicaragua route, 
and desires to get his bill, which embodies 
the recommendation of the commission, im- 
mediately before the Senate. As Chairman 
of the Committee on Inter-Oceanic Canals, 
he endeavored yesterday to secure a vote 
authorizing a favorable report on his bill. 

According to one rumor, he failed in his 
the Republican members of 
the committee did not feel sure they pre- 
ferred his bill to that of Senator Perkins. 
The latter, although it favors Nicaragua, 
differs ‘substantially from Mr. Morgan's. 
Another report, however, has it that Mr. 
Morgan was blocked by friends of the 
Panama route, and that he tried to force 
action in the committee, taking advantage 
of the fact that, as the committee stands 
now, the Democrats control it.

FAVORABLE REPORT ON 
THE CANAL TREATY. 


Senate Committee on Foreign Relations 
Votes Unanimously for Hay-Paunce- 
fote Convention. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 6.—The Senate Com- 
mittee on Foreign Relations voted to-day 
to report favorably the new Hay-Paunce- 
fote treaty providing for the construction 
of an isthmian canal. 

In a session lasting almost two hours the 
committee discussed in detail the provisions 
of the treaty. No votes were cast against 
it, but it was criticised sharply by Senators 
Money and Bacon, who found in it many of 


\ the objeptions, which they urged against 


the old treaty. 

They took especial exception to the pro- 
vision continuing in force the neutrality 
provision of the Clayton-Bulwer treaty, 
and also made objection to the clause spe- 
cifically authorizing the United States to 
police the canal as placing a limitation 
upon the power of this country absolutely 
te control it. The .contention was made 
that the effect of the treaty, as sent to the 


Senate, would be to deprive this country of 
control of the canal in case of war. 

Especial attention was called to the pro- 
vision in the preamble reserving Article 8 
of the Clayton-Bulwer treaty from the re- 
peal provision of the new treaty. The por- 
tion of this article of the old treaty to 
which especial objection was made reads 
as follows: Cee 

“In granting, however, their joint pro- 
tection to any such canals or railways as 
are by thjs article specified, it is always 
understood by the Wnited States and Great 
Britain that the parties constructing or 
owning the same shall impose no other 
charges or conditions of traffic thereupon 
than the aforesaid Governments shall ap- 
proye of as just and equitable, and that 
the same canals or railways, being open to 
the citizens and subjects of the United 
States and Great Britain on equal terms, 
shall also be open on like terms to the 
citizens and subjects of every, other State 
which is willing to grant thereto such prb- 
tection as the United States and Great 
Britain engage to afford.” 

Senators Money and Bacon did not go to 
the extent of voting against the report of 


- ‘the treaty, and they acknowledge they are 


anxious to see it ratified because of their 
desire to have the canal built. Still, they 
insisted that the treaty in its present shape 
was very objectionable in case of the con- 
tingency of war. Senator Frye presided 
over the meeting and authorized Senator 
Lodge to report the treaty to the Senate on 
Monday next in case there should be an 
executive session on that day. 

It was the wish of the committee that 
the consideration of the treaty should be 
pressed as speedily as possible in the Sen- 
ate, some Senators expressing the hope 
that action. might be secured before ad- 
journment for the holidays. 

Mr. Bacon moved the revival of the 
amendment to the original Hay-Pauncefote 
treaty, suggested by Senator Davis, then 
Chairman of the committee, and adopted 
by the Senate. That amendment provided 
that nothing in the treaty should apply to 
measures which the United States might 
find it necessary to take for securing by 
its own forces the defense of the United 
States and the maintenance of public or- 
der. The amendment was voted down viva 
voce. 


MR. HEPBURN’S CANAL BILL. 


Practically Same as His Last Year’s 
Measure, with Increased Ap- 
propriation. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 6.—Representative 
Hepburn of Iowa introduced to-day his

EXPORTS OF MANUFACTURES. 


Continue to Show a Healthy Growth in 
Nearly All Important Articles. 
Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 6.—Exportation 
manufactures from the United States con- 
tinues to show a healthy growth in nearly 
all important articles except copper and 
iron and steel. The export figures just 
made public by the Treasury Bureau of 
Statistics show that in the ten months end- 
ing with October exports of copper have 
fallen about $23,000,000 and exports of iron 
and steel about $23,000,000, making a total 
reduction in these two classes of $46,445,- 
GSS. The total reduction in exports of 
manufactures of all kinds during the same 
time is only $44,162,856, thus showing an 
increase in the exportation of manufactures 
as a whole, exclusive of these two articles, 
copper and iron and steel. 
The value of copper exports in the ten 
months ending with October is 4544 per cent. 
below that for the corresponding months 
of the preceding year, and the value of 
iron and steel exports is 21% per cent. be- 
low that for the corresponding months of 
last year. In other manufactures, taking 
the entire group, except copper and iron 
and steel, there is, as already indicated, an 
actual increase. In copper the reduction is 
not due to reduced prices, the average 
value per pound of the copper exports of 
the ten months for this year being the same 
that of the corresponding months of 
last year, viz., 16.3 cents per pound. The 
reduction in copper, therefore, is in quan- 
tity, the exportation of ingots, bars, and 
pirates falling trom 300,160,141 pounds in 
the ten months of 1900 to 162,728,497 pounds 
in the corresponding months of 1901, 
This falling off in the case of copper is 
due in part to a reduced demand in the 
Wuropean countries, which were the chief 
foreign market for American copper, and 
in part to an increased production in other 
countries and reduction of prices by foreign 
producers. The only other important article 
showing a material reduction is mineral 
oil, which is about $3,000,000 less than in 
the corresponding months of last year; but 
this decrease is solely due to reduced 
prices, the number of galions exported in 
the ten months ending with October being 
60,289,023 greater than that for the corre- 
sponding months of the preceding year.

GATHMANN GUN CONDEMNED. 


Army and Navy Experts Report Ad- 


versely to Congress. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 6,—The report of 
the mixed army and navy board, headed by 
Major Knight, Corps of Engineers, ap- 
pointed under the terms of an act of Con- 
gress to test the Gathmann gun, has been 
laid before Congress by Secretary Root.

Troops Should Not Be Withdrawn Hasti- 
ly from Philippines, He Says— 
Military Posts Needed. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 6.—Major Gen. 
Adna R. Chaffee’s annual report, as Mili- 
tary Governor of the Philippine Islands, 
has been made public, He states that the 
Provinces of Batangas and Laguna, in Lu- 
and the Islands of Samar, Mindoro 
Cebu, and Bohol constitute the area dis- 
turbed by insurgents. The continuance of 
guerrilla warfare, he is due to the 
character of the country, the rebels, the 
humanity of the troops, and the fear of 
assassination on the part of friendly na- 

tives. 

“The withdrawal of interference with 
civil affairs,’ the General says, ‘‘ does not 
contemplate the withdrawal of troops from 
their stations to any considerable extent. 
This should not be done hastily, and should

| Expenses Said to be So Great that Amer- 


igans Refuse to Stay on the Islands 
—Work Done by the Commission. 
Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 6.—On the subject 
of the civilian salary list in the Philippines 
there appears to be a difference of opinion 
between the military authorities who have 
had charge of the islands for two years and 
certain civilian travelers who visited the 
islands during the last Summer. Among the 
latter were many Congressmen, and it is 
said that some of them think the civil serv- 
ice in the Philippines is overpaid. The au- 
thorities seem to think, considering the cir- 
cumstances and particularly the expenses 
of the work, that the employes of the Gov- 
ernment are more likely to be underpaid. 

Judge Taft, the Civil Governor, gets $5,000 
as a member of the commission and $15,000 
as Governor. The other members of the 
commission get $5,000 as such and $10,000 
as heads of executive departments. So far 
is known, no one has yet criticised 
Judge Taft’s work, but there have been 
slurs at some of the other members and in- 
timations that their places were sinecures, 
Concerning this, Judge Smith of the Phil- 
ippine Supreme Court, who is in town to- 
day, said: 

‘“‘If working sixteen hours a day every 
day, and working every minute of the time, 
is earning a salary, then all the members 
of the commission earn theirs, for that is 
the way they work. The public here has no

Engineers Ridiculed Before Board of 
Estimate—Rumors of Scheme to 
“ Jam Through ” Project. 





The Board of Estimate held a long ses- 
Bion yesterday and heard arguments for 
and against the plans of experts to relieve 
“the crush at the New York terminal of 
the Brooklyn Bridge. There was talk out- 
‘pide of the meeting that an attempt might 
‘tbe made by Mayor Van Wyck, Corpora- 
tion Counsel Whalen, and President Feit- 
ner of the Department of Taxes and As- 
Sessments, to ‘‘jam through”’ the plans 
before Jan. 1. This talk was met with 
statements by interested parties that if 
any such atiempt was made injunction 
proceedings would be begun at once. Such 
action, they claimed, would prevent defi- 
nite action until Mayor Low and Corpora- 
tion Counsel Rives looked into the project. 

The McCarren Bridge bill, under which 
the plans of the experts were made, has 
many peculiar provisions. The first is 
that the vote of a majority of the mem- 
bers of the Board of Estimate is all that 
is necessary to acquire property under 
the act.

Board of Trade, all Brooklyn organiza-

Commissioner Shea said that the condi- 


tions were disgraceful at the bridge ter- 
minals in the morning and evening vo! 
each day. Herman Ridder said, in attack- 
ing the plans of the experts; 

“Several of these association repre- 
sentatives admit they don’t know anything 
about this matter, and the engineers in 
their report admit they don’t know any- 
thing about it. The engineers say in a 
previous report to Chief Engineer Martii 
that the Vesey Street “‘L”’ would cost 
about $2,740,000, and that the other plans 
would cost about $2,800,000, but they now 
say that the Centre Street elevated would 
cost that much alone. I-think it is an 
amazing report by the engineers, or men 
who call themselves engineers, and it is 
Tidiculous.”’ 

Ex-Mayor Schieren said that he was op- 
posed to having structures built for the 
use of elevated roads, and that such a 
plan as proposed by the engineers was 
not necessary. When the tunnel to Brook- 
lyn and Bridge No. 2 are completed, traf- 
fic will be so diverted that there will be 
no crush at the old bridge entrance. Mr. 
Schieren said that the people who worked 
in the neighborhood of South William 
Street and Gold Street should be given 
‘access to the bridge other than at Park 


Col. Prout, Chairman of the Board of 
Bxperts who prepared the plans, explained 
the principles involved.

BANKRUPTCY ACT SUGGESTION. 


Report of the Committee of the Mer- 
chants’ Association. 


The Merchants’ Association yesterday 
made public the report of the committee of 
that body recently appointed to study the 
Bankruptcy act. 

Its work was based upon the assumption 
that it would be unwise to seek amend- 
ments to the present Bankruptcy act in 
any respect other than those which are ab- 
solutely essential, fearing that too great 
a number of amendments might endanger 
the whole act, and cause its repeal. With 
this in view the following conclusions were 
reached, as suggestions arising from ex- 
perience alone, without considering the 
legal aspects. 


First—The most serious defect in the present 
Bankruptcy act lay in the phraseology of the sec- 
tion known as 57 G, which requires that all cred- 
itors who have received preferences must sur- 
render the preferences before they are permitted 
to prove their claims. The remedy for this sec- 
tion appeared to the committee to lie in 80 
changing Section 57 G as to permit creditors to 
file claims and to retain all payments made on 
account of or in full settlement of debts due or 
overdue. 

Second—The provisions of the present act rela- 
tive to discharges should be amended so as to 
prohibit a bankrupt from receiving a discharge 
who had not kept proper books of account #how- 
i the condition of his business for a reason- 
aMie period preceding the date of bankruptcy. 

Third—A bankrupt should not receive a dis- 
charge who has obtained credit or contracted 
indebtedness on the strength of a false state- 
ment of his condition. 

Fourth—The Bankruptcy act should be amended 
by adding thereto a section prohibiting the 
discharge of a bankrupt when his bankruptcy 
has been brought about by wilful waste of 
> gan such as gambling, speculation, and the

GOY. ODELL DENIES 
REPORTS OF TROUBLE 


Thinks Mr. Platt Will Be Leader 
as Long as He Lives. 














Says the Appointment of a Successor 





to Controller Knight Is 
Still Open. 
Gov. Odell came to the city yesterday 


from Newburg to attend a dinner given in 
his honor last evening by G. K. Clark of 
the Produce Exchange. When the Gov- 
ernor’s attention was called to a statement 
published in a Philadelphia paper that a 
break between him and Senator Platt was 
imminent, he said: 

‘‘I have heard these reports and I can 
say that they are untrue. Senator Platt is 
the Republican leader in this State. I have 
always expressed the opinion that he will 
remain leader so long as he lives. Certain- 
ly I am not looking for a fight with him. 
It is absurd for any one to say so. I have 
no idea that there will be any trouble in 
the Republican organization of the State. 
You know it takes two to make a fight, 
and I don’t intend to fight.’’ 


When asked about the probability of 
excise legislation he said: 
“Tam not worrying about excise. I hear 


very little about it in Albany. All the ex- 
citement over the question seems to be in 
this city.” 

The Governor said the appointment of a 
successor to Controller Knight, who has 
been elected Mayor of Buffalo, was still 
open. The claim of Deputy Controller 
Theodore P. Gilman of this city is being 


pressed hard, but the Erie County Repub- | 


licans claim the appointment belongs tuo 
| their section and have presented to the | 


Governor a number of names of candidates, | 


any one of whom wouild be satisfactory tuo 
them. 

Gov. Odell was asked if it were true that 
he intended to recommend legislation which 
would reach the Northern Securities Com- 
pany. This is the company recently in- 
corpotated in New Jersey with a capital 
stock of $400,000,000. At the instigation 
of a number of gentiemen who were inter- 
ested in the organization of the Northern 
Securities Compuny, the Legislature at 
last Winter’s session passed a bill reducing 
the incorporation tax in New York State 
from one-eighth of 1 per cent. to one- 
twentieth of 1 per cent. The purpose of the 
legislation was to have just such big cor- 
porations as the Northern Securities Come 
pany incorporate in New York instead of 
going to New Jersey. Both the Governor 
and the members o: the Legislature were 
anxious to do something which would in- 
crease New York's line of demestic corpo- 
rations. It is said that they went as far as 
they were asked by those interested in the 
matter. The aciion of the Northern Se- 
curities Company in incorporating in New 
Jersey instead of New York was therefore 
resented. The amount paid by the com- 
pany in New Jersey was $80,000, and th 
amount which it would have had to pay in 
New York was $200,000.

The institution of ‘‘ The Lord’s Passover” 
marked a new era in the history of God's 
people. Before it was instituted they were 
divided into families and tribes.

ing into companies to secure the discipline 
of training; no sound or battle cry from 
them; and no clash, of arms with their "op- 
pressors, such as uSually mark a great up- 
rising and a successful issue. 

On the contrary, the anly thing heard 
among the oppressed was the bleating of a 
lamb before each house. The only thing 
seen was blood, and that, not upen their 
enemies, but upon their own houses, and 
sprinkled there by themselves. Then the 
only thing done was the retiring of those 
about to be delivered into their houses and 
a shutting to of thé doers. After that all 
was still. Within those closed deors, how- 
ever, there was a glad feasting, and the 
great expectation of faith. 

And among the Egyptians there was no 
fear of an approaching crisis. They set no 
watch to prevent an uprising against their 
power or to prevent the secret escape of 
their slaves. Apparently, although they 
had been warned by Moses, at least four 
days before, of the coming judgment; al- 
though they knew from observation and 
experience that every word of the Lord 
would surely be fulfilled; although they 
saw their slaves seeking for lambs ‘ with- 
out blemish” as directed by Moses, yet 
they continued to say with their King, 
““Who is the Lord that we should obey His 
voice?’ (Verse 2.) So they gave no thceught 
to the warning, and to them there was 
nothing very alarming in the sight of a 
lamb at the door of a slave. And so they 
went unconcernedly about their ordinary 
affairs every day, and every night 
slept as thoughtlessly and as tranguilly as 
before. But the blood of the lamb which 
they despised sealed the doom of all who 
were of Egypt and brought deliverance to 
all who were of Israel. 

To prepare for this deliverafice, Moses 
was directed to give the people full and 
explicit instructions. These instructions 
must have been, or might have been, 


| known to the Egyptians as well as to the 


Israelites, for they were not given in se- 
cret. According to these instructions, the 
head of every household was to select a 
lamb from among the sheep or the goats. 
He was to see that it was “* without blem- 
ish” and ‘‘a male of the first year.” 
(Verse 5.) If his family was small, or if, 
perchance, there was any one in Israel 
who had no family, he could join with 
his neighbor in this selection, for the in- 
structions were: ‘‘ Every man according to 
his eating shall make your count for the 
lamb."’ (Verse 4.) Thus every one was to 
ae f portion, and there was to be enough 
or a 

The selection of the lambs marked “ the 
beginning of the months, the first month 
of the year” (Verse 2) to them. It was to 
be made on “ the tenth day of this month,’’ 
(Verse 3.) and the lamb selected was then 
in the keeping of each household “ until 
the fourteenth day of the same month.” 
(Verse 6.) Every interest in that house- 
hold was thus centred in that lamb. When 
it had been thus cared for during four 
days, ‘‘in the evening ’”’ it was to be slain. 
As a matter of course, practically there 
were many thousands of lambs required, for 
the people were many, and each one was 
to have a personal interest in the sacrifice. 
But, virtually and spiritually, the people 
were one, and the sacrifice but one. So 
God did not say of the lambs that the peo- 
ple were to kill them, but His directions 
were, ‘‘The whole assembly of the con- 
gregation of Israel shall kill it in the 
evening.’’ (Verse 6.) It was one assembly, 
and one lamb for all, for all of the lambs 
in every essential particular were exactly 


alike. It was their substitute. It died in 
their stead. 
THE SYMBOLIC RITE. 


When the lamb of each household was 
thus slain, its life blood was to be caught 
in a basin. Then the head of the household 
was to take a bunch of hyssop and dip it 
In the blood’ (Verse 22) and “strike it on 
the two side posts and on the upper door 
post,’’ (Verse 7,) or “ lintel,”’ (Verse vv.) of 
his house. When this was done every mem- 
ber of his tamily was to enter into the 
house, and then the door was shut. No one 
was permitted to ‘‘go out at the door of 
his house until the morning.”’ (Verse 22.) 

During the night the 


lamb was to be 
“‘roasted with fire,’’ and eaten with ‘ un- 


leavened bread and with bitter herbs,” 
(Verse 8.) They were to ‘let nothing of it 
remain until the morning,”” and, If per- 


chance, the family was not large enough to 
eat it all, ‘* that which remaineth of it witil 
the morning,’’ Moses said, ‘ye shall burn 
with fire,’’ (Verse 10.) But as they thus 
feasted upon the lamb it was to be with the 
deep conviction that they were no longer 
to find a home in Egypt, or even to desire 
It. They were to eat with their loins gird- 
ed, with their shoes on their feet, and with 
their staffs in their hands, (Verse 11,) as 
those who were to set out at a moment's 
notice on a long journey. But they nad no 
weapons in their hands or chariots und 
horses awaiting their command. They had 
sprinkled the blood upon their houses, and 
when they entered into them they could 
not see it, and did not even try to do so. 
Knowing that they had done what God di- 
rected, they had nothing else to do but to 
feast with glad hearts upon the lamb slain 
for their deliverance. For God had not 
said: ‘‘ When you see the blood you will 
be delivered,”’ but ‘‘ When I see it,’’ (Verse 


13.) 

While they were thus feasting upon the 
amb the Lord went through all the land of 
Egypt and examined every house from the 
palace of the King to the hamlet of the 
slave, and even the dungeon of the cap- 
tive. The houses of the Israelites were ex- 
amined as well as those of the Egyptians. 
The one thing that He looked for was the 
blood of the lamb upon the side posts and 
the lintels of the doors. The presence or 
absence of that ‘‘ token upon the houses” 
(Verse 13) determined His Judgment cuon- 
cerning its inmates. 
wee He saw the blood He passed over the 
rouse, 

If He saw no blood He passed into the 
house, 

For every house not marked with ‘‘blood” 
was considered as the home of a defiant, 
unbelieving Egyptian, and in that house 
“the first born son ’’ died, whether he was 
a man of mature years or a child which 
had just drawn its first breath. Because 
God had said, “ About midnight will I yo 
out into the midst of Egypt; and all the 
first born of Egypt shall die, from the first 
born of Pharaoh that sitteth upon the 
throne even unto the first born of the maid 
servant that is behind the mill,” (xi., 4-5:;) 
“‘unto the first born of the captive in the 
dungeon and all the first born of cattle.” 
‘Verse 29.) 

As the consequence “ Pharaoh rose up 
in the night, he and all his servants and 
all the Egyptians, and there was a great

New, however, in the Christian Church, 
the covenants and promises of the one, and 
the types and ceremonies and prophecies 
of the other, have found, or will find, their 
complete fulfillment in Jesus Christ, its 
adorable head. Its distinguishing feature 
is ‘‘The Lord’s Supper.’’ The institution 
of this ‘‘Supper’’ marked another era in 
the history of God's people. It is the bond 
of union among all those who call them- 
selves ‘‘ Christians.” Hence, it is often 
termed ‘The Holy Communion,” or the 
common union of ali believers with Christ, 
and with one another, 

‘*The Lord's Passover,” like ‘‘ The Lord's 
Supper,’’ was instituted as a memorial 
feast. As Jesus said to His disciples, ‘‘ This 
do in remembrance of Me," (Luke, xxii. 
19,) so God directed Moses to say to the 
people, ‘‘ This day shall be unto you for a 
memorial.’’ (xii, 14.) It was intended to 
keep the children of Israel in mind of their 
deliverance from the bondage of Egypt. 
And the fact that it has been observed by 
all devout Jews, in every land, and in every 
age, from that time to this, is just as con- 
clusive proof that the deliverance actually 
took place in the exact way described in 
the Scriptures, as the celebration of “ In- 
dependence Day” on the Fourth of July 
of each year, is an incontestable proof that 
the ‘‘American Revolution” actually oc- 
curred. So is the fact of the regular cele- 
bration of ‘‘ The Lord’s Supper,” in every 
land, by Christians of every name, for 
nearly two thousand years, a proof that 
the redemption of man was actually accom- 
plished according to the Scriptures, when 
Jesus of Nazareth, the Son of God, died 
upon the cross. No skeptic has ever been 
able, or ever will ke able, to controvert 
such testimony. 


THH WONDROUS DELIVERANCE. 


This deliverance out of Egypt thus to be 
kept in mind ‘“‘by an ordinance forever"’ 
(Verse 14) was the most remarkable event 
of its kind ever recorded in history. To ac- 
complish it there were no secret meetings 
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where there was not one dead."” (Verse 
30.) An uncontrollable fear took pessession 
of them all, ‘“‘for, they said, we be all 
dead men.’ (Verse 33.) Deliverance from 


such danger could not be secured too 
quickly. So they ‘“‘ were urgent upon the 
people that they might send them out 


of the land in haste."’ (Verse 33.) It was 
worth any cost. So they not only listened 
with willing ears to every demand made 
by the Israelites for the payment of debts 
and compensation of services, but they 
urged upon them to take even more than 
they asked. 
THE GIFTS. 


Therefore the people ‘ borrowed of the 
Egyptians jewels of silver and jewels of 
(verse 35,) and there- 
fore ‘‘the Egyptians lent unto them such 
(Verse 36.) For 
the word translated ‘‘ borrowed” in one 
verse and “‘lent’’ in the other is exactly 
the same word in the original Hebrew, and 
literally means ‘asked.’ (Young.) (See 
also R. V.) It is the same word that is

son. ‘Therefore she named him ‘“ Sam- 
uel,’ and having ‘‘asked"’ him ‘of the 


Lord she then ‘‘asked”’ the Lord to ac- 
cept him for His own. So the Egyptians 
not only “let ’’ the Israelites ‘‘ have what 
they asked,’ (verse 36, R. V.,) but they 
actually ‘‘asked’’ them to receive much 
more, even pressing their “‘ jewels ’”’ upon 
them, so anxious were they to have them 
go “in haste.” 

For, evidently, this transaction could not 
have been any such transaction as is under- 
stood by us when the terms “ borrowed ”’ 
and {‘lent’’ are used. Because the Israel- 
ites had no expectation whatever that they 
would ever have an opportunity to return 
that which was “lent,” and the one su- 
preme desire of the Egyptians was that 
they never would have such an opportunity. 
When they “ asked "’ them to receive “ jew- 
els of silver and jewels of gold and rai- 
ment,’’ it was for the express purpose of 
zetting rid of them forever. It was God’s 
way of fulfilling His own promise; ‘ That 
nation whom they shall serve will I judge 
and afterward shall they come out with 
great substance.’ (Genesis, xv., 14.) So 
‘they spoiled the Egyptians.”’ (Verse 36.) 
It was just what God told Moses when He 
called him on Mount Horeb would be the 
result of his mission. (iii., 21, 22.) 

Now, the essential feature of this deliv- 
erarftte was the place occupied by the blood 
of the lamb. ‘“ The blood "’ signified that it 
had died. It ‘put a difference between 
the Egyptians and Israel.”’ (xi., 7.) It was 
the way that the Lord marked the differ- 
ence, Neither age nor condition, nor char- 
acter nor rank was of any account in this 
matter. The only thing that He looked for 
or at was ‘‘ the blood”’ upon the side posts 
and lintels of the doors. When He saw the 
blood thus applied He knew—and every one 
else who saw it, Israelite or Egyptian, 
knew—that the inmates of that house be- 
lieved Him and desired to be made free 
from bondage. When He and they saw 
that there was no blood, both He and they 
knew that the !nmates did not believe Him 
and had no such desire. They thus declared 
their faith or their unbelief openly, and

“LET DOWN THE BARS.”

The title of his article is ‘‘ Commercial 
Reciprocity with Canada.” It is a brief 
and succinct review of the original reci- 








procity treaty of fifty years ago; an ex- 
planation of the efforts that have since 
been made to come to an understanding 
on that subject; a statement of how, in 
the opinion of the author, those efforts 
have been defeated by the attitude of the 
Canadian Governments, and a very forc- 
ible declaration of the plan which he 
thinks can alone be successful. Accord- | 
ing to Mr. Foster, the difficulty lies in 

the determination of Canada to limit 

reciprocity to the exchange of natural 

products, and her unwillingness to con- 

cede reciprocal exchange of manufact- | 





ured articles without granting the same | 
terms to Great Britain. So far as the 
latter point is concerned, it must be re- 
membered that Canada can make no 
treaties, that all international agree- 
ments to which she is in effect a party 
must be negotiated in form with Great 
Britain, and that the consent of Great 
Britain to a treaty that excluded the 
British from benefits granted to the 
United States might not be given. That, 
however, is a point which Mr. FosTerR 
does not discuss, and the interest of his 
argument is quite independent of it. The 
substance of that argument, and the re- 
lation to the matter of the late Mr. 
BLAINE, are shown in the following re- 
markable passage of the article: 


Notwithstanding the manifest obstacles 
to free and reciprocal commerce with Can- 
ada, I think there is a solution of the sub- 
ject which would redound to the peace, 
prosperity, and mutual advantages of both 
countries. This solution was suggested by 
Mr. BLAINE in the conference [1890] cited, 
not officially, but as expression of his per- 
sonal views. After discussing with the 
Canadian Commissioners fully and at great 
length the subject of reciprocity, and to 
no purpose, as his report shows, he finally 
said: *‘Gentlemen, there is only one sat- 
isfactory solution of this question—it is to 
let down the bars.’’ He then proceeded to 
elaborate the scheme, with the force of 
language of which he was such a master, 
of a complete commercial union between 
the United States and Canada, with a 
cepmmon tariff upon an agreed basis of 
division of revenue, and free and unre- 
stricted commerce between the two coun- 
tries, as is now enjoyed by the States of 
our Union. Such is ideal reciprocity, and 
I do not regard it as visionary to labor and 
hope for its consummation. 


Of course, this plan contemplates noth- 
ing less than a federation as to all mat- 
ters of trade with the Dominion of Can- 
It places Canada definitely on the 
same basis as each of the States of the 
Union, and it gives to all the States the 
same complete freedom of commerce 
with Canada that each of them enjoys 
with every other. Nor is there any qual- | 
ification of this complete union in mat- 
ters of commerce and the utter freedom 
of exchange in the proposed uniform tar- 
iff on all goods entering Canada and the 
United States. Whatever obstacles that 
tariff interposed to trade with other 
countries would affect one party to the 
arrangement as much as the other. 

The significant feature of the plan thus 
revived from Mr. BLAINE’s record in the 
State Department and so heartily in- 
dorsed by his friend and associate, Mr. 
Foster, is the recognition of the one 
method of obtaining practical and valu- 
able reciprocity—“ let down the bars.’’ 
As a matter of fact and logic, that is the 
only mode of extending all foreign trade 
and of building up domestic trade. The 
tariff fence which Mr. BLAINE proposed 
to retain around the united countries 
would be a barrier of exactly the same 
kind as that he proposed to remove be- 
tween the two countries. The area in- 
side of this barrier would be free, and 
immensely extended. If it were extended 
still further, and the barrier removed 
entirely, the benefit would be propor-

The advantages that would accrue from 
a facilitation of the traffic scarcely call 
for demonstration. Wherever the traffic 
is of a mixed character, involving the 
movement of trains at speeds varying from, 
Say, twenty to sixty miles an hour, time 
must, even where scheduled time is ob- 
served, be sacrificed; and this loss must 
be greatly aggravated by the shunting of 
the heavy trains for the passing of those 
of a preferential character. The magnitude 
of the results arising out of this is not, 
perhaps, fully appreciated, for the existing 
mode of working the traffic scarcely ad- 
mits of its consideration. But let us as- 
sume that in shortening these slow and 
heavy trains we are able to run them at a 
speed of not less than forty miles an hour. 
As there would be no shunting, for the rea- 
son that, with the exception of the express 
trains, all would be moving at about the 
same speed, it is clear we should practical- 
ly double the capacity of the line, and that 
without increasing the labor charges, be- 
cause, although we double the trains, we 
halve the time. The number of trains 
that would come under this category would 
probably be 75 per cent. of the entire num- 
ber, and if the method would admit of the 
acceleration of the expresses also, it may 
well claim an increased capacity of 100 
per cent. In other words, such a result 
would avoid that duplication of lines which 
is now unavoidable, and which is adding so 
many millions, year by year, to the capital 
account. 


This would seem to cover the ground 
of a great many objections to the sub- 
stitution of electricity for steam in prac- 
tical railway operation. Mr. LANGDON is 
satisfied that the change in motive power 
for the trains of crowded lines is certain 
to come, and before very long, but he 
deprecates the proposition to build com- 
peting lines of electric railway to grad- 
ually push the steam roads into disuse. 
The capital invested in British railroads 
exceeds hundred of 
pounds, and the wholesale depreciation 
of this class of securities could not be 
other than a National misfortune. This, 
is if the manage- 
ments of the steam railroads are so short- 
sighted as to permit that to 
which has just happened in the Liver- 
pool-Manchester service. It would seem 
as if three lines of railroad were enough 
for this traffic, but in obedience to an 
imperative public demand which none of 
these three roads was prepared to meet,

The vis inertiae 
of a great corporation is a potent factor 
in the retardation of progress, but the 
time comes when it ceases to be effec- 
tive; and it looks a little as if that time 
was not incalculably remote in the case 
of the railway corporations which con- 
nect New York with the North and East, 





SECRETARY GAGE ON CUSTOMS IN- 
SPECTION. 

Secretary Gaar’s article in The North 
American Review on the ‘ Customs In- 
spection of Baggage’’ has inspired in 
advance an interest which it scarcely 
justifies. By carefully limiting the scope 
of his paper the Secretary is enabled to 
make out a very good case for the actual 
enforcement of the law by the Inspectors. 
But the limitation has to be very careful, 


The Secretary insists upon treating the | 


complaints against the present procedure 
as if they were, in large part at least, 
complaints of the cessation of the for- 
mer practice of extending special favors 
to persons of political importance or in- 
fluence. Doubtless those persons who 
had been in the habit of receiving special 
favors regret, and probably they resent, 
the withdrawal of those favors, Being 
vocal much out of proportion to their 
numbers they are able to make their 
complaints audible. But really it is not 
a question of them at all. 
turning Americans, not entitled by law 
to special favors on the one hand, and 
not open to special suspicion of smug- 
gling on the other, 
alike is simply proper and decent. And 
it may very well be, as the Secretary 
says, and as we do not doubt, that the 
examination of baggage is much more 
rapid than ever before, and that the reve- 
nue derived from the baggage of incom- 
ing passengers is four times what it was 
before ‘the new regulations went 
effect. 

But some disagreeable facts remain. 
One is that the New York Custom House 
is more 
travelers who have no notion of cheating 
the revenue or violating the law than 
any other Custom House this side of 
Turkey. Hardened travelers shudder, in 
advance and in retrospect, at the ordeal 
they have, or have had, to go through. 
And passengers, especially women, igno- 
rant alike of the law and of business, 
| find themselves charged with duty on 
| goods which they have taken abroad and 
brought back, since the inspectors de- 
cline to take their word to that effect, 
and they have neglected to provide them- 
selves with proofs they did not know 
would be required. Stories 
rences of this kind are altogether too 
frequept to be dismissed with incredulity. 
And there is another class of stories of 
frequent These are the 
stories of the conscientious voyagers who 
meticulously every trifle they 
have bought abroad, only to be sneered 
at by the Inspector for making him un- 
due trouble, and who find themselves 
semi-officially asked why they declared 
such trifles. 

Nevertheless, if Secretary GaGr’s ar- 
ticle had been written by an Inspector 
or even by the Collector of the Port it 
would have been a good and sufficient 
defense. It is a great thing to have put 
an end to collusion between dishonest 
passengers and dishonest Collectors, as 
the Secretary maintains that he has 
done. His showing would have been

force. It is far from complete for the 
Secretary, who has at least the power 
of recommending amendments in the law. 
That is the power which he might very 
well exercise when it was discovered 
that a particular tax was burdensome, 
inquisitorial, and intolerable, far out of 
proportion to the revenue that it pro- 
duced and the Treasury did not need. 
But the Secretary makes no objection 
Whatever to the law, which is the 
subject of violent objection on the part 
of nearly everybody who experiences its 
operation. That passengers should bring 
in what they choose, provided only it is 
for their own use and not for sale, is a 
proposition which practically it seems the 
United States can afford to adopt. Let the 
detection be as keen and the punishment 
as severe as may be needed to prevent 
the smuggling of merchandise as bag- 
gage. It is a disappointment that the 
Secretary, who has advocated the re- 
moval of taxes far less objectionable, did 
not see his way to recommend the re- 
moval of this particularly hateful tax.

—'‘' Family extravagance’’ is the ex- 
cuse, or explanation, given by Mr. CHARLES 
E. Fircuam for robbing the First National 
Bank of Ballston Spa of several thousand 
dollars. Just what hé means by “ family 
extravagance ’’ is not explained in the dis- 
patches, but apparently he intended merely 
to admit that he had lived beyond his in- 
come, and was not trying to shift the re- 
sponsibility for his thefts upon his wife 
and children. On no theory, of course, is 
the phrase adequate as an excuse, but in 
considering it as an explanation one is al- 
most forced to note the facts that FITcHAM 
had served this bank for thirty years, and 
had served it with such efficiency that, in 
addition to his own duties as teller, he had 
also performed those of the cashier to such 
an extent that the higher official had been 
able to devote most of his time to outside 
business. And at the end of the thirty 
years, FITCHAM, a man with a family, was 
getting a salary of $1,600 a vear, or $30 
a week, Taking into account the nature of 
the work done, that is not a large salary. 
Some might say that it was a shamefully 
small one, and that the Directors of the 
bank invited the loss they have incurred. 
Some might say, too, that the Directors, 
when FircHam refused, year after year, 
to take a vacation, and showed himself so 
abnormally devoted to his work—or his 


| books—as to refrain even from going out 


to luncheon, ought to have seen that their 
invitation had not been ignored. To decide 
these matters with any certainty at this 
distance is impossible. Thirty dollars is 
more in Ballston Spa than it is in New 
York, and undoubtedly FircHam ought to 
have hunted a new job if he found life on 
such a wage unendurably narrow.

AMERICAN BANKS IN CHINA. 


Two Concerns to be Established—Wil! 
Handle the Chinese Indemnity to 
the United States. 


Special to The New York Times. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 6.—The Adminis- 
tration has decided against the application 
of the Hongkong and Shanghai Banking 
Corporation for the privilege of handling 
the Chinese indemnity to the United States. 
The privilege will be given to two Amer- 
ican banking concerns to be established in 
China. 

The Hongkong and Shanghai Banking 
Corporation is a British concern. It has 
so far had the monopoly of American bust- 


ness in the Far East, because there were 
no American companies to which the busi- 
ness could be given. It made its applica- 
tion for the handling of the indemnity 
some time ago, and the matter was re- 
ferred to the State, War, and Treasury 
Departments, which have had it under 
consideration and have now decided against 
the application. 

The decision is evidently based on satis- 
factory assurances from the American con- 
cerns, the names and prefesters of which 
are not given. William Woodville Rock- 
hill, the ex-Special Commissioner to China, 
has urged that American concerns be 
established in China and that business of 
this sort be given to them. When this 
country took possession of the Philippines 
it became necessary to designate a bank as 
the depository of the United States Gov- 
ernment moneys, particularly for the pay 
of the soldiers. The Hongkong and Shang- 
hai concern was designated, and when the 
occupation of Peking took place the same 
thing was done. 


GERMANY HAS TO BORROW. 


Budget Bill Provides for Loans of 182, 
058,945 and 35,000,000 Marks. 
BERLIN, Dec. 6.—The Budget bill was 
submitted to the Reichstag to-day. The 
estimates for revenue and expenditure bal- 
ance at 2,849,742,456 marks, (about $550,- 


000,000.) Count von Biilow, the Imperial 
Chancellor, !s authorized to borrow. 182,- 


058,945 marks for the meeting of various 


items of non-recurring and extraordinary 
expenditures. 

The'revenue side of the account includes 
a supplementary loan of 35,000,000 marks. 
An accompanying explanatory statement 
notes a considerable deficit, and says that, 
owing to the financial position of the in- 
dividual States of the empire, it is impes- 
sible to have recourse to contributions 
from them to cover the 58,900,000 marks re- 
quired. Therefore it is deemed advisable 
to provide only 24,000,000 marks by an in- 
crease of these contributions and to fur- 
nish the remainder out of the above men- 
tioned loan. 


GOLD STANDARD IN PERU. 


Chamber of Deputies Sanctions the Bill 
Already Passed by the Senate. 


LIMA, Peru, Dec. 6.—The Chamber of 
Deputies yesterday sanctioned the gold 
standard law, which has already passed 


the Senate. 





It was announced on Oct. 11, in a dis- 
patch from Lima, that in consequence of 
the evident withholding of gold coin from 
circulation, the banks were then only pay- 
ing out silver soles.

United States Vessels to Leave Isthmus. 

WASHINGTON, Dee. 6.—Secretary Long 
has orderec Capt. Perry of the battleship 
Iowa, now at Panama, to proceed down the 
Chilean coast to Talcahuano, where the 
vessel is to be docked and overhauled. 
Commander McCrea of the gunboat Ma- 
chias, at Colon, is to bring his vessel home, 
stopping at San Juan, Porto Rico, for ceal. 
The gunboats Marietta, at Colon, and Con- 
cord, at Panama, will remain at their re- 
spective stations for a time, and they, too, 
will leave the isthmus, if affairs there 
remain quiet.

The London Speaker Calis His Treat- 
ment of Trust Question Trivial— 
The Spectator Eulogizes Him. 


LONDON, Dec. 7.—The comment of the 
weekly journals on President Roosevelt's 





message to Congress is not generally so. 


friendly as that of the dailies. 

The Speaker devotes the entire space in 
its article to acrid comment on the Presi- 
dent’s references to trusts. This paper de- 
clares that his treatment of a grave eco- 
nomic situation is trivial in form and un- 
Satisfactory in substance, adding: 

“Did we not entertain a genuine belief 
in the goodness of the President’s inten- 
tions we should regard his diagnosis of the 
industrial situation as insincere.” 

The Speaker's word picture of the wide- 
spread ruin, corruption, economic tyranny, 
and domestic affliction brewing in America 
as the result of trust domination would be 
a revelation to the most ardent anti-trust 
advecate in the United States. The article 
concludes as follows: 

‘For such a student of industrial politics 
as Mr. Roosevelt professes to be to ignore 
these conditions is an act of intellectual 
daring that does him little credit. The 
upshot of his message is to minimize and 
bree mga the Sonuers of trusts and to 
ostpone any serious attempt t zrappl 
with them.” ” slicing 

Th Saturday Review, on the other hand, 
remarks: 

‘All industrial undertakings in the 
United States are more scientifically or- 
gantaed than in any other country, as we 
ave learned to our cost. The trust is the 
last word of this system of scientific or- 
geapatee, and the President is right when 
e declines to hamper the Captains of In- 
dustry.” 

Turning to the canal treaty, however, 
The Saturday Review declares that Great 
Britain has sacrificed everything to gain 
the problematical friendship of the United 
States, ‘which will last just so long as it 
takes America to build a fleet, and not a 
day beyond.” 

The Outlook is mildly commendatory of 
the message. It says: 

“ The Anarchist programme is splendid in 
theery, but in practice it is impossible.” 

As regards reciprocity, The Outlook re- 
marks: 

“Frankly selfish, America will accept 
freely whatever benefits herself, but will 
be careful that no infant industry is 
squeezed out of the perambulator.”’ 

An article on Prestdent Roosevelt occu- 
pies considerable space in The Spectator. 
His message to Congress is highly com- 
mended. 

‘“* Here, at any rate,’’ The Spectator says, 
‘“‘ig a man who knows what he means, and 
wae enue that the world shall know it 
also. 

The Spectator approves President Roose- 
velt’s attitude both in regard to the trusts 
and to foreign policy, but the paper ad- 
mits that European Powers will never ac- 
cept Monroeism in theory, and only in prac- 
tice as long as the American Navy is 
strong enough to support it. The Spectator 
is especially glad that President Roosevelt 
is inclined to face the possibility of the 
need to amend the Constitution. which 
American statesmen usually regard as too 
sacred to be touched, 

The Spectator also contains a_ highly 
eulogistic article on President Roosevelt's 
essay, “‘ The Citizen and the Public Man,” 
and says that in this essay one sees a man 
with the inflexible moral vigor of Crom- 
well. It adds: 

‘We are convinced that President Roose- 
velt is going to play a great part, and a 
good part, if he continues his work in the 
spirit which inspires this remarkable ser- 
mon. He will prove the most sweetening 
influence in the whole lump of American 
celvil life that has been known for many 
years.”" 


France to Investiqate Trusts Here. 

PARIS, Dec. 6.—The French Government 
has decided to make a special investigation 
of American trusts. Lazare Weiller, Coun- 
cilor of Foreign Ccommerce, and Maurice 
La Gotellerie, an engineer, have been in- 
trusted with the mission. They will pro- 
ceed to the United States to investigate the 
economic, fiscal, and social consequences 
which the trust system may have in Eu- 
rope, and especially in France. They will 
sall on Dec. 14 on La Savole. 


Polish Journalists Sentenced. 

POSEN, Dec. 6.—Herr Rakowsky, editor 
of the Praca, was sentenced to-day to two 
years’ imprisonment for insulting ex-Im- 
perial Postmaster General von Podbielski, 
and thereby bringing State institutions into 
contempt. The publisher of the newspaper, 
Herr Piedermann, was sentenced to six 
weeks’ imprisonment for abetting Herr 
Rakowsky. 


Train Wrecks Station at Frankfort. 

FRANKFORT, Dec. 6.—A large part of 
the handsome railway station here was 
wrecked this morning by the Orient Ex- 
press, the air brakes of which failed to 
work. The train dashed into the station at 
full speed, jumped the platform, and came 
to a standstill in the middle of the waiting 
room. A few of the passengers were badly 
hert, but none was mortally injured. The 
people in the waiting room had remarkable 
escapes. 





The Liverpool Exchange Fire. 

LIVERPOOL, Dec. 6.—The fire in the 
Liverpool Exchange bulldings, which broke 
out this morning as the result of an explo- 
sion, was subdued after two and a half 
hours’ werk by the firemen. The Chamber 
of Commerce offices and the Exchange 
newsroom were chiefly affected. The dam- 
age is considerable.

THE PHILHARMONIC SOCIETY. 


—_— — 





The second public rehearsal of the six- 
tieth season of the Philharmonic Society of 
New York took place yesterday afternoon 
at Carnegie Hall. The programme was as 
follows: 

Symphonic prologue to ‘‘ Oedipus, the King ’’.. 
Max Schillings 
Symphony No. 6, “' Pathetique "*...Tschaikowsky 
Concerto in A Minor for violoncello. .Saint-Saens 
Overture, ‘‘ Leonore,”” No. 2......ce<e Beethoven 

The soloist was Jean Gerardy. 

The concert was one of the most inter- 
esting of recent Philharmonic series, not 
so much because of the importance of the 
one novelty as by reason of the general 
value of the programme and the admirable 
spirit in which its performance was car- 
ried forward. It seems that we must thank 
Mr. Paur for an awakening of the souls of 
the fathers to something like the enthu- 
siasm of youth. He leads and the ancients 
and honorables follow. The outcome is al- 
together joyous. 

The novelty of the concert was worthy of 
a place on a Philharmonic programme. The 
work of a young composer of the Wagner- 
ian coterie, it showed not a sign of depend- 
ence upon the genius of Baireuth either 
in thought or manner of expression. It 
was written two years ago for a perform- 
ance of the tragedy of Sophocles at 
the Schiller Theatre in Berlin, and it is an 
evidence of the seriousness with which the 
managers of that house approached their 
task. Intensely modern in spirit as Schill- 
ings’s overture is, it leans not the least 
toward the practice of the apostle of Mu- 
nich, Richard Strauss. Its themes are 
noble in their breadth, but at the same 
time they are couched in the melodic terms 
which have been famillar te the language 
of music since the morning stars, Handel 
and Bach, sang together. The method of 
instrumental presentation is wholly of te 
day, and nothing in recent orchestral lter- 


ature is more imposing than the entincta- 
tion of the first splendidly declamatory 
theme by strings and brass in unison. We 
are asked by the composer to look upon 
this introductory theme as the dramatic 
chorus, and it is not hard to comply with 
his wish. 

Then follows a strangely effective pas- 
sage for wood wind, horns and harps over 
a sustained E in the lower brass. This, 
we are told, represents the listening audi- 
ence. It is immaterial what !t represents. 
It is impressive, and helps to make the 
mood. The principal theme in a moderate 
movement is now introduced. Here is 
some splendid workmanship in the rhythmic 
contrasts, the reiteration of a defined fig- 
ure in the basses under the theme being 
especially strong. The development is ex- 
cellent, and the climaxes are clear and 
potent. It seems as if the King had at- 
tained happiness, but this is tragedy, and 
fate must have her way. His fall comes, 
and it is announced by a full-voiced brazen 
declamation of the figure previously used 
in the basses as subsidiary. The prologue 
closes with a repetition of the Oedipus 
theme in augmentation, as if the com- 
poser wished to give the fate gf Oedipus 
a universal signification. The workman- 
ship of this prologue !s good throughout. 
The form is clear and symmetrical, yet 
never obtrusive. The scoring is masterly, 
and as a mood picture the work makes a 
strong impression. We shall probably hear 
more of Mr. Schilliags. 

The “’ Pathetic" #§mphony of Tschaik- 
owsky is not yet played as often in this 
country as it is in London, where the pub- 
lic takes it at regular intervals. Here we 
wish occasionally to listen to other com- 
positions by the same master. Those of us 
who listen with our minds and whose hearts 
are susceptible to the eloqucnce ef suca 
music do not wish to hear the ** Pathetic ”’ 
too often. It is too overwhelming. Its 
final movement seems to speak a message 
too sacred to be thrust often into the 
heat and glare of the concert room and re- 
ceived with the noisy demonstrations which 
custom prescribes as the tokens of 
proval. It is a mighty and marvelous ex- 
pression of genius, this symphony, and the 
time will come vhen it wi!! be looked upon 
the ccmpletest art-emboliment of the 
ressimism of our time. If ever the futility 
of man’s existence was breathed in any art 
form, it is in this work of Tschaikowsky’s. 

Here are at least two movements, the 
first and the last, which have never been 
surpassed in their utterance of the thougnts

of grief. And that melancholy dance in 
five-fourth te, what is that but a 
commentary on the death that waits on all 


the pleasures of men’? Then comes the at- 
tempt at a scherzo, which rapidly develops 
into a mad march, the last blast of man’s 


Jefiance. After this, the grave! The last 
moverient comes with its ‘ tears from the 
depths of a divire despair.’’ Nay, it is 
Despair herself sirging in the wildefness 
of desolation. Mr. Ernest Newman may 
prate as he likes; there are more than 
two /mericans who urderstand the mes- 


sage of this proclamation from the valley 
of the shadow. 

In the performance of it yesterday Mr. 
Paur was insistent in accent and turbulent 
in tempo. But we suspect that certain idio- 
syncrasies of the reading were occasicnal. 
The Philharmonic is not an orchestra of 
virtuosi, and a conductor must sometimes 
temper his winu to the shorn phrase. No 
doubt if ell embouchures were certain and 
the technic of the weod impeccable, not 
to speak of that of the strings, Mr. Paur 
would brcaden certain effects in the last 
movement, which at times yesterday 
seemed hurried. But there were both vow- 
er and vigor in the performance. It was, 
furthermore, warm with feeling. It was 
influential, and that, after all, is a most 
desirable quality in musical interrretaticn. 

The ‘cello concerto of M. Saint-Saéns is, of 
course, not a great work, for who can 
write a great ‘cello concerto? But :t is 
within the normal capacitv of the instru- 
ment. It does not esk a ‘cello to caper 
and incontinentally misbehave. It asks [t 
to sing and that is what it can do, espe- 
cially in the hands of a plaver Itke Gerardy. 
His performance yesterday was that of a 
master of the first rank, rich and luxu- 
rious, yet noble, in tone, lovely in grace- 
fulness of phrasing, and brimming with 
poetic feeling. The audience was well 
pleased with the playing, which after the 
tragedy of Tschaikowsky, came with the 
tenderness of love song. The sccompani- 
ment by the fathers was dainty and crisp. 
Altogether it was a delightful entertain- 
ment, and promised much for the pleasure 
of the audience before which it will be re- 
peated to-night.

Ex-Speaker Reed Pays a Tribute to 


Dutch Valor—Seth Low Speaks of 
Dutch Influence on This City. 





Descendants of the stout Dutch patroons 
and the stanch English colonists who were 
citizens of old New York when New York 


was New Amsterdam—before the year 1785 
~-gathered in Delmonico’s last night for the 


seventy-eighth time, to do honor the 
memory of good St. Nicholas. 

Prominentiy displayed behind the dais,of 
honor was the coat of arms of the society, 
flanked by the American colors and draped 
from the balcony was a great silk flag of 
the Dutch Kingdom, presented to the 80- 
ciety Tuesday night by Paul G. Thebaud. 
Broad streamers of gold and black, the 
society’s colors, swung from the centre 
chandelier to the four corners of the room. 

The 500 members of the society and their 
guests filed into the dining hall, headed 
by President Stuyvesant Fish, wearing the 
cocked hat and broad gold collar of his 
office. He was preceded by a cornet in 
Colonial costume, and was followed by a 
dozen or negroes in the gold and 
black livery of sixteenth century slave 
boys. With President Fish the 
guests of the evening, escorted by a mem- 
ber of the society. 

The guests were seated at the table of 
honor in the following order: On the Pres- 
ident’s right, ex-Speaker Thomas B. Reed; 
on his left, Mayor-elect Seth Low; on 
either side, Rear Admiral A. D. Barker, 
Frederick J. De Peyster, Governor of the 
Society of Colonial Wars; W. Butler Dun- 
can, Vice President St. Andrew's Society; 
Nicholas Fish, President New York State 
Society of the Cincinnati; Gen. Thomas H. 
Hubbard, Vice President New England So- 
ciety; Justice James A. O'Gorman, Presi- 
dent Friendly Sons of St. Patrick; John R. 
Pianten, Consul General of the Nether- 
lands; Robert H. Terle, President St. 
George's Society, and Gen. T. L. James, 
Vice President St. David's Society. 

After the sherbet was served the 
stemmed Dutch pipes and fragrant 
acco were handed around, and with 
lights turned low each member puffed 
lustily, and the time-worn weather cock, 
the most priceless possession of the society, | 
Was borne in, accompanied by the pic- | 
turesquely dressed cornet and lackeys. This 
weathervane, according to tradition, once 
topped the spire of the old Stadt Huis, 
according to well informed members of tae 
society, really came from the steenle of 
the old Dutch church in Nassau Street, 
which once stood at the corner of Cedar | 
Street. 

Ex-Speaker Reed responded to the toast 

‘$t. Nicholas.”’” He said that toasts were 
given to speakers so they would know 
what subjects to avoid, but that he scorned 
that subterfuge, as no man was any good | 
unless instructed, and that he had 
well posted about St. Nicholas. 

“St. Nicholas died just 1,559 years ago, 
mid he, “but his early infancy was re- 
markable in that on Friday he steadfastly 
refused to partake of that sustenance na- 
ture provided as the most suitable for that 
period in his life. I have looked at this | 
assemblage on this Friday night and noting 
the total abstention from food and drink I 
have remarked the great influence of a 
pious example.”’ we 

Mr. Reed declared that St. Nicholas was 
the friend of the poor people, the symbol 
of the laboring world, and was typical of 
Hollanders, who have snatched their land 
from the very jaws of the ocean and mas- 
tered the ocean and made it their servant. 
Referring to the deeds of their warriors, he 
said that to recount thelr valorous acts 
would be to review the histories of the 
wars of the world. 

‘*Never for a moment have they ceased 
to display valor,’ said the speaker, ‘‘ from 
the days when the Batavians were the 
sole bodyguards of the Romans to the 
ent, when a mere handful are holding at 
bay the armies of the proudest empire in 
the universe.”’

I am not vet author- 
ized to speak officially for the City of New 
York, but if I may be permiited to an- 
ticipate a little I will say, ‘Thank God for 
the Dutch influence on the U'ty of New 
York.” 

Consul General Planten, Rear Admiral 
Barker, and W. Butler Duncan also spoke 
briefly. Rear Admiral Barker referred to 
the reception to Dewey three years ago, 
and deciared that then the tide of senti- 
ment and enthusiasm was at its height. 
Now; he continued, the tide was at the 
ebb and the waters had receded far. The 
diners listened in tense silence to the Rear 
Admiral’s remarks. They seemed to ex- 
pect that he was about to touch on the

the Rear Admiral sheered off after he had

Topics Discussed at the Meeting of Rep- 


resentatives of the Dutch Re- 


formed Churches. 
An all-day missionary conference of the 
Dutch Reformed Churches in and near 
ireater New York, was held yesterday in 
the Marble Collegiate Church, Twenty- 
ninth Street and Fifth Avenue. 
The morning session was led by the Rev. 
Dr. J. Preston Searle of the New Bruns- 
wick Theological Seminary. About one 
hundred ministers were in attendance at 
this session, which was held in the chapel 
and intended especially for clergymen. 
The afternoon session, which began at 
730 o'clock, was presided over by the Rev. 
Dr. David James Burrell, pastor of the 
church, The Rev. Dr. Wi.ton Merle Smith, 
pastor of the Central Presbyterian Church, 
described the mission station which the 
congregation was supporting in China. This, 


he said, was an illustration of the “ living- 
link system."’ By this he explained that 


he meant that each of the missionaries had 
worked in his own congregation before 
going to China, and so had become known 
to the members of the Church, to whom 
they sent pictures of scenes in their daily 
life and work. These pictures were repro- 


duced by means of the stereopticon at the 
monthly missionary meetings. 


The Rev. John W. Conkiin, who was in- 
troduced as “our missionary encyclope 
dia,’’ had for his topic ‘* Encouraging Facts 


in Our Mission Work.” In the course of 
his remarks he said: ‘‘God has been ‘tor- 
turing China and India with sword and 
famine, and plague and relieving them out 
ot Christian hands until the eyes of those 
tleshly Feng are turning to Christ."’

NEW BRONX TROLLEY LINE. 


Interurban Street Railway Company 
Proposes to Renew Old Fight with 
Huckleberry System. 


According to a certificate filed yesterday 
with the Secretary of State at Albany, the 
Interurban Street Railway Company has 
leased from the People’s Traction Company 
of New York City its property and fran- 
chises. These were granted by the Com- 
mon Council in 1895 and approved by Mayor 
Strong. They give the company the right 
to build and operate trolley roads from 
One Hundred and Thirty-second Street at 
Willis Avenue Bridge through the Bronx. 
There are about eighty miles granted un- 
der the franchise, and it has the right, ac- 
cording to its officials, of passing through 
the Zoological Park of the Bronx. 

The lease of the franchises is signed by 
W. A. Boland, President, and Frederick C. 
Cocheu, Secretary of the People’s Traction 
Company, and Andrew A. Halsey, Presi- 
dent, and William J. Studwell, Secretary of 
the Interurban Street Railway Company. 

At the offices of Mr. Cocheu, 189 Mon- 


tague Street, Brooklyn, it was stated yes- 
terday afternoon that the lease means a 
revival of the fight with the Huc kleberry 
system, and the building at the end of pres- 
ent litigations of trolley lines through and 
beyond the Bronx into Connecticut. The 
capitalization of the Interurban Company 
was given as &2,500,000. It was stated that 
new capital had come into the road. 

Mr. Cocheu, when directly questioned last 
night, said that the certificate filed at Al- 


bany is a move in the consolidation of 
lines, including the old Westchester, run- 
ning through Pelham and Mount Vernon, 


and that the purchase of certain bankrupt 
properties had been made by P. Flynn 
and others associated with him in business.

MARKET MOVEMENT. 


Expectations of an unfavorable bank 
statement to-day, as indicated by a loss 
of over $5,500,000 by the banks during 
the week; suggestions that large gold ex- 
ports are to be made next week, and the 
rumor current that a further reduction 
is probable in the Amalgamated Copper 
Gividend were the .factors inducing to 
the rather general selling in yesterday’s 
stock market which forced some sharp 
declines throughout the list. At the out- 
set sentiment was disturbed and confi- 
dence somewhat shaken by a violent 
break im Manhattan, due, it is under- 
stood, to pool selling in order to shake 
out some weak accounts on the long side, 
the members of the pool believing that 
they had too much company of this kind. 
However this be, this selling was prompt- 
ly followed by sales in other parts of the 
list by room traders and professionals 
generally, who declared that a market 
reaction was logically due. As recently 
has been the case they selected those 
stocks whose declines would most likely 
tend to disturb and unsettle confidence, 
such as St. Paul, Union Pacific, and 
Amalgamated Copper—all Standard Oil 
stocks. These they sold freely, apparent- 
ly meeting little resistance, not forget- 
ting at the same time to call attention 
to the unfavorable conditions noted 
above. In the end, the entire list gave 
way under the pressure. At the close of 
the day there were such conspicuous de- 
clines as: Amalgamated Copper, 3%; At- 
chison, 1%; Brooklyn, 1144; Baltimore 
and Ohio, 14%; St. Paul, 24%; Rock Island, 
3; Colorado Fuel, 2%; Consolidated Gas, 
2; Delaware and Hudson, 3; 
whotete, 1%; Great Northern preferred, 

; Lake Erie and Western, 3%; Manhat- 
tan, 6%; Metropolitan, 3%; Norfolk and 
Western, 1%, and Union Pacific, 1%. 

In no small measure contributing to 
these declines was the marketing of

Recorder Goff’s decision sustaining the 
demurrer of Police Captain John D. Her-

The indict- 
ment recited that while Capt. Herlihy was 
in charge of the Twelfth Precinct during a 
certain specified period, there was openly 
and notoriously maintained*in the precinct 
109 disorderly ‘houses, which, it was al- 
leged, the Captain, in willful disregard of 
his duty, failed to suppress.

A POLICEMAN INDICTED. 


Brooklyn Patrolman Accused of Assault- 
ing Capt. Michael F. O’Rourke.

STEAMSHIP LINES WILL 
FIGHT IMMIGRATION BILL.

Provision that They Must Not Adver- 
tise for Foreign Traffic Vig- 
orously Opposed. 

The new Immigration bill, drawn by 
Commissioner General of Immigration T. 
V. Powderly and introduced into the Senate 
Thursday by Senator Penrose of Pennsyl- 
vania, will be vigorously opposed by repre- 
sentatives of the transatlantic steamship 
lines at this port. This decision was 
reached by those who informally discussed 

the proposed legislation yesterday. 
A special meeting of the Atlantic Steam- 


ship Conference will probably be held as 
soon as President Baker of the Atlantic 
Transport Line, President Griscom of the 
American and Red Star Lines, and Emil 
Boas, agent of the Hamburg-America 
Line, return from abroad or are heard 
from, 

There is no complaint at the proposed 
imposition of a three-dollar poll tax on im- 
migrants. The feature of the bill which 
is opposed by the steamship companies is a 
provision that they must not advertise for 
‘foreign traffig.”” A heavy penalty is 
proposed for the violation of this section 
of the proposed law, which the steamship 
companies fear would preclude them from 
advertising for any passenger business 
whatever. 


FRANCHISE RENEWAL OPPOSED. 


Application for the Appointment of Com- 
missioners Denied. 


he Appellate Division of the Supreme 
Court yesterday unanimously denied the 
application of the King’s Bridge Railway 
Company for the appointment of Commis- 
sioners to determine whether the com- 
pany’s proposed railroad should be con- 
structed in certain avenues and streets in 
this city, notwithstanding a refusal of the 
owners of property along the route to con- 
sent. Justice Ingraham, who gives the 
ecurt’s opinion, holds that the motion pa- 
pers are fatally defective, because they do 
not show that the consent of a majority in 
value of the owners of abutting property to 
the construction and operation of the rail- 
road was refused. 

The company, after its certificate of in- 
ccrporation was filed, asked the Railroad 
Commissioners to approve the use of elec- 
tricity as a motive power, for a portion of 
the road an underground current of elec- 
tricity, and for another portion an over- 
head trolley system. This application was 
granted. The court says that, therefore, 
when this applicatidn was made to the 
property owners, the only motive power 
that the company was authorized to use 
was electricity, and it was a railroad thus 
operated to which the property owners 
should have been requested to consent. The 
request, however, was for a consent to 
operate this railroad by “electricity or 
any power other than locomotive steam 
power which may be approved by the 
State Board of Railroad Commissioners.” 
The property owners might well refuse, 
while consenting to a railroad operated by 
electricity, to waive their right to object, 
at a subsequent time, if it were proposed 
to change the motive power to one more 
objectionable. h ;
